a $48 assessment. The owners of the other 
$93,000 are absolutely bankrupt. It is 
impossible to collect a doliar out of 
tem. Wells owns $45,000, Hill $18,- 
700, and Austin $5,000. There is $40,- 
000 or more of liabilities to the de- 
positors. We cannot hold the solvent 
owners of the $7,000 of stock for the failure 


of the insolvent owners to pay it. We can 


only assess each stockholder the pro rata of 
the deficiency. That has been done. Out of 
that call for $48,000 I have received be- 
tween $2,000 and 538.000. Against this I 
have over $40,000 of liabilities to meet. 

No warrants were issued for the arrest of 
any of the indicted officers. 


Affairs of the Bank. 

The books of the bank,“ Attorney Gilbert 
said, appear to show that the President and 
Vice-President and other officers of the bank 
have misappropriated its money tou large 
extent. This they have apparently done by 
using the money themselves or by loan- 
ing it to concerns in which they were 
interested or by loaning it to persons 
who were worthless and who lent the use of 
their names as a pretext to the officers to got 
the money. It was apparent when the re- 
ceiver took hold that the affairs of the bank 
had been mismanaged. At that time it 
was not apparent they had misappropriated 
the money themselves, and it was only after 
a great deal of examination that it could be 
shown where the money had gone. The ev- 
idence we obtained was placed in the hands 
of the District- Attorney. We will have 
nothing to do with the eriminal proceedings 
and as to that phase of it I have nothing to 
say beyoad what the results of our examina- 
tion show. There is practically nothing 
more in the hands of the receiver that can be 
realized on. When the bunk was placed in the 
receiver's hands the liabilities were $90,000. 
Of this $54,000 has been paid in dividends 
to creditors, leaving a loss to _  credit- 
ors of .$36,000. The ioss to the 
stockholders is $125,000. This sum went in 
mismanagement or misappropriation. There 
is now in the receiver’s hands from $125,000 
to $130,000 of worthless paper, which repre- 
seuts the losses of the bank. When the Con- 
troller ordered an assessment of $48,000 it 
developed that 93 per cent cf the capital 
stock of the bank was held by persons from 
whom nothing could be collected and the 
necessary amount could not therefore be 
raised to cover the loss to the creditors.”’ 

The criminal charge against the indicted 
men is that of a misdemeanor. The punish- 
ment fixed by the United States statutes is 
imprisonment on conviction fora term not 
less than five years nor more than ten years. 

History of the Concern. 


The Evanston National Bank was estab- 
Yished in July, 1892, with a capital of $100,- 
000. It had been run previously for several 
years as a State bank. It failed in May, 
1893. The direct cause of the fail- 
ure was the collapse of the Cairo 
Lumber company, which had some 
$40,000 of the bank’s funds. Henry Wells, 
President of the bank, was also President of 
the iumber company. When the bank failed 
it was found there were thousands of dol- 
lars in securities in the bank scarce- 
ly worth a dollar. Controller 
Eckels ordered a 48 per cent 
assessment on all stockholders, but much of 
the stock was heid by persons with no means 
whatever. Depositors received GO cents on 
the dollar. Two receivers were appointed. 
The first was charged with incompetency or 
neglect, and it was said had its as- 
sets been looked after the bank 
would have paid a much larger 
percentage. Henry Wells, the President, 
leit Evanston soon after the failure, and no- 
body there seems to know where he went. 
Nat Hill, the Vice-President, is located on 
a farm in Missouri, but it could not be found 
out where; J. C. Austin, cashier, is in York- 
ville, III.

Nordica’s Singing Particularly 
Worthy of Commendation, 

The performance of Verdi’s ** Otello” at 
the Auditorium last evening is one that will 
probably live in the recollection of those in 
attendance. The first appearance of Victor 
Maurel, and of Francesco Tamagno. who re- 
turns after an absence of five years, 
was heightened in value by the work of 
Mme. Nordica as Desdemona. Undertaken 
on short notice, without rehearsal, and after 
only two public appearances in the part Mme, 
Nordica has upon no occasion attained to 
euch dramatic strength, In Sig. Tam- 
agno and M. Maurel there were repre- 
sented the singers selected by 
Verdi for the original production of the opera. 
In his conception of the character of lago, M, 
Maurel has followed notable lines Throw- 
ing aside the treacherous as the main 
point in his impersonation, he becomes 
the suave, credible, and insinuating. 
When he shows himself in his reality is only 
when unobserved by those who figure in the 
drama with him. Then, through methods 
broad, direct, and simple, he conveys his 
proper aspect. The action is constant, but 
reserved in force, Delays in the music 
are forgotten through the naturalness 
of the detail with which he 
fills them. His voice is pastits prime, but 
this fact is seldom undisguised by the finish 
of his art. Tamagno gave the Moor with the 
phases of savage jealousy and gentleness in 
noble degree, In the latter mood he proved 
a genuine surprise in the love duet 
with Desdemona. The applause i. of 
the audience was enthusiastic, and 
both Tamagno and Iago were cheered.

VERDI is WRITING A NEW OPERA. 


In It the French Baritone Is to Sustain 
the Leading Role. 
- Simultaneously with the first appearance of 
- Maurel comes the news, now first pub- 
ished, that Verdi, who isin his 84th year, is 
writthg a new opera in which the French 
baritone is to sustain the chief role. The 
work will be neither on comedy nor tragedy 
lines, but a fairy opera and the title La 
Tempete.“ The role given M. Maurel is 
said to be on the Mephisto order. The limit- 
ed intelligence vouchsafed is contained in a 
letter just at hand from Verdi to the singer. 
The letter in question is the outcome of the 
success achieved by Falstaff on its first 
American presentation. From Paris there 
was telegraphed news durimg Verdi's visit 
there last autumn that he was engaged upon 
an opera founded on “King Lear.“ 
The statement then vouchsafed was that the 
libretto had been completed by Boito, and the 
first presentation at the Paris Grand Opera 
agreed upon by MM. Bertrand and Gail- 
hardt. When interviewed later regarding the 
matter Verdi intimated that his life work was 
done, so far as the operatic stage 
was concerned. To the New World, 
and inspired by ite | unreserved 
recognition, comes the first word of ths new 
opera. That it is in a measure founded as 
was the last (though, doubtless, in less re- 
stricted measure on Shakespeare), there is 
possibly small room for doubt.

BOOKKEEPER STURGES FOUND TO BE 
A THIEP POR YBARS. 


Had Full Charge of Procter & Gamble’s 
Accounts for Seventeen Years, the Last 
Seven of Which We Embezzied $25,000 
=Evaded Discovery by False Eatries 
and Never Being Away from Work 
His Mother's Death Leads to Exposure 

Detectives Now Looking for Him,

His peculations, which extend over a period 
of seven years, were discovered three weeks 
ago, and Feb. 28 he made a full confession 
to Samuel Faulkner, the manager of the 
Chicago branch of Procter & Gamble’s busi- 
ness. The main office of the concern, at Cin- 
cinnati, was notified and experts were put 
to work on his books, When his accounts 
had been gone over for a period extending 
over seventeen years it was found false en- 
tries had been made extending back for 
seven years. 


Not Placed Under Arrest. 


No attempt to place Sturges under arrest 
was made till Tuesday of last week. The of. 
ficers who wentto find him then learned he 
had left the city the day before. Detectives 
were put on his track and are now looking for 
him. In his confession Sturges admitted 
that he tirst began to steal in 1887. At that 
time Manager Faulkner was away for a few 
weéks, and in his absence Sturges began his 
peculations. From that time till he was 
caught he kept up a systematic plundering of 
his employers’ cash. He had charge of the 
books and handled all the cash and it was an 
easy matter to carry on his stealings. 

By skillful manipulations he made his books 
balance and also avoided discovery by never 
being absent a day from the office until in 
the latter part of last month, when his mother 
diei in Washington and he went there to take 
charge of bequests he received from her 
estate. While he was gone an account held 
against a prominent firm in this city was re- 
turned to the Cincinnati office as unpaid. It 
was sent back to Manager Faulkner with a 
request for an explanation. Mr. Faulkner 
learned the account had been paid, and when 
Sturges returned confronted him with tne 
proof of his dishonesty. 


Confesses His Dishonesty. 


He then broke dowa and confessed, He as- 
signed $3,000 worth of securities to the firm 
that he had received from his mother at her 
death. He promised to make good his short- 
age and thus gained time to enable him to 
make his escape. Sturges was aged 55, and 
had lived in this city many years, having had 
charge of the cash and the books of Proctor & 
Gamble in this city for over seventeen years 
of that time. He lived at No. 3643 Vin- 
cennes avenue with his wife and three chil- 
dren, one of whom is a young man employed 
as clerk at the Stock- Yards. 

Manager Faulkner has had charge of the 
business of the firm in this city for fifteen 
years. He and Sturges were never good 
friends, but the latter having been in the 
firm’s employment so long he succeeded in 
retaining his position. Mr. Faulkner says he 
ore doubted Sturges’ honesty, but did not~ 

egard him as a good bookkeeper. The fault 
with his method of keeping books was made 
apparent when it was found to be due tc his 
dishonest entries. 

‘IT cannot explain why he was led to steal, 
Mr. Faulkner said. “He had no expensive 
habits that I know, excepting that he lived in 
a house that cost him about $60 a month 
while his salary was only $100, I remon- 
strated with him once about renting such a 
high-priced house and he explained that he 

received money from his mother that enabled 
him to live in good style. He was a sma 
man with a hunchback and a hooked nose. 
He will be caught easily enough as any one 
could identify him by his appearance.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 12,—A Tampa 
special says: W. H. Taylor, the defaulting 
South Dakota Treasurer, was arrested last 
Sunday in Mexico by Pinkerton agents.

They went to Ha- 
vana, and the Chief of Police of that city was 
paid $2,000 to locate Taylor, which he did 
on a steamer bound for Vera Cruz, Mexico. 
News has been received here of the arrest in

the State’s funds in wild speculations un 
his shortage amounted to nearly half a million 
dollars. He confided to friends his trouble, and 
an effort was made to help him out, but 
was given up as hopeless when the extent of the 
deficit was fully known. He got away from the

and successfully avoided

CITY AND STATE MUSI ACT FIRST. 


If They Fail Federal Government May 


Take a Hand in the Trouble. 

Wasutnerton, D. C., March 12.—The United 
States will not send troops to New Orleans 
until it has been fully demonstrated that the 
city and State officers are no longer able ta 
maintain the peace and protect the inter- 
State traffic. This determination was reached 
late this afternoon and telegraphed to United 
States Attorney Earhart at New Orleans. 
Earlier in the day Attorney-General Olney 
received a telegram from Mr. Earhart saying 
that the city was in the hands of a mob and 
suggesting that United States troors be sent 
forward at once, The Attorney-General re- 
plied as follows: 

Do not understand why State authorities are 
not called upon to preserve peace and repress 
violence. If that were done national commerce 
would resume its operations. Applications to 
State authorities ought to be made and be de- 
nied or be proved unsuccessful before the United 
States interposes. 

Mr. Olney, in speaking of the situation at 
New Orleans, said that so far gs he has been 
able to learn ncither tlie city nor the State 
authorities had called out the local militia or 
taken any rigorous means to suppress the ex- 
isting unlawfulness. He had no doubt, how- 
ever, Of the ability of the control of the Gov, 
ernor of the State, aided by ail of the mili- 
tary forces at his command. 

The War Department officials say the State 
of Louisiana, with its militia force of 1,250 
men, well drilled and organized, should be 
able to cope with the difficulty without out- 
side aid. If it should be necessary to invoke 
the aid of the Federal troops the department 
now has two batteries, D and L, of the Third 
Artillery, stationed at Fort Jackson, in the 
limits of New Orleans, and this force could 
easily.and quickly be supplemented by troops 
irom the Department of Texas. 

The British Foreign Office has also had its 
attention called to the recent depredations in 
Louisiana, and has asked the British Embassy 
at Washington to investigate. The complaint 
was made to the Foreigu Office by the Steam- 
ship Lioyds as a result of the firing on British 
ships, presumably by incendiaries, as a résult 
of the racial troubles. The British authori- 
ties are not disposed to protest so long as the 
depredations are hot specially directed against 
British subjects, as they say they do not ex- 
pect, under the treaty. any greater protection 
than has been afforded to Americans. The 
wounding of Purser Bain of the British ship 
in the mélée today has not yet been reported 
to the em bassy. 


ALTGELD’S OPINION OF OLNEY’S REPLY. 


Pleased That the Government Can Have a 
Lucid Interval. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 12.—Gov. Altgeld 
was asked his opinion regarding Attorney- 
General Olney’s negative reply to the request 
of the United States District Attorney 
at New. Orleans asking for Federal troops 
to assist in quelling the riots there. 
Gov. Altgeld expressed some surprise 
that the National Government should change 
its policy absolutely regarding the sending of 
troops into States where trouble exists. He 
maintained the position he took last summer 
when the Federal troops were sent into IIIIi- 
nois to put down strikers. He said that At- 
torney-General Olney was clearly right. The 
Governor gave out the following statement 


for publication. 

They are having trouble along the docks of 
New Orleans, and several men have been killed. 
The affair is so serious thet commerce is not only 
interferred with but in some cases stopped. It 
seems that the United States District Attorney 
at New Orleaus applied to the authorities 
at Washington for United States troops 
and, according to the = tehes, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Olney replied that The State must first ex- 
haust its resources or deny protection before 
United States troops can be used.“ In this the 
Attorney-General! is clearly right: That has been 
the doctrine of our government from its founda- 
tion until it was trampled under foot 
at Chicago last summer, It embodies the 
very essence of local self-govern- 
ment, and ‘ree institutions cannot 
exist without respecting this principle. The 
moment it is ignored r is left to the 
discretion—that is, the will of one man represent- 
ing the central power. This man can then send 
troops when and where be pleases and keep them 
as long as he pleases. The Emperor illiam 
does not claim more power than this.

William Mangler, candidate for Clerk, was 
the general manager and chief factotum of 
the bolting crowd in 1891; and J. S. Cooke, 
nominee for Treasurer, jumped the traces 
for Mike Keeley some years ago and managed 
the latter’s campaign.

Col. John D. Adair, President of the club, 
introduced Mr. Swift as the man who was, is, 
and will be Mayor of Chicago. This declara- 
tion was received with applause.

The introduction giten me was truthful—was, 
is, and shall be Mayor of Chicago.

Bat it is about local 
affairs that I wish to talk to you tonight. Some 
of your servants have been faithless. some have 
been faithful. You have two of the latter in 
your own ward. It has been said the Republie- 
ans advocate a Puritanical city government. 
This is not so. The days of Puritanical rule 
have passed away. at the people demand 
and what the . propose to give 
them is an honest, broad- minded. eco- 
nomical administration of the laws. 
In the future the overnment of the 
cities will determine the character of the nation. 
The trouble is that the good men do not act to- 
gether, while the opponents of good government 
stand as one man. Already false circulars are 
being circulated and false statements are being 
. in newspapers. I have not read them, 
ut | have been told that ove of the newspapers 
printed a statement this morning that while I 
was Acting Mayor in 1898 the pay-rolls of the city 
wero increased and that I was responsible for the 
increase. This is a willful lie, to put it in plain 
English. 1 — 9— but one officer. my private 
secretary. The heads of departments were not 
of my appointment. 1 was not respoysible for 
the stuffed pay-rolis of December, 1893. 
Democrats Bankrupt the City. 

Under Democratic rule the city has become 
financially bankrapt. I know what I am talking 
about when I say there is a deficit of $6,000,000. 
The Democrats will place before the people an 
alluring picture of track elevation; of the draia- 
age canal. Buta more striking picture would be 
one of a marauder, or a band of marauders in- 
vading the vaults of the Election Commission 
and A away tally sheets by the armfal.

Mr. Swift warned his hearers that the same 
men who stole the ballots in 1893 were still 
plotting and intending to repeat the crime in 
April that constant vigilance and un- 
flinching courage would be required to pre- 
vent the plot from being carried into execu- 
tion. 

Ald. Mann followed with a short address in 
whict he said the record of the Republican 
party was one of reform.

Mr. Olney closed as follows: 


It would certainly be a mistake to infer that

It is so 
large and $0 stimulates the efforts of counsel 
that no rule or principle that stands in the way, 
however well settled and however long and uni- 
versally acquiesced in, is suffered to pass unchal- 
lenged. It is matter for congratulation, indeed, 

the existence of the Constitution itself is 
not impeached and that we are got treated to a 
logical demonstration that, for ali taxable pur- 
poses, we are still under the old articies of con- 
federation. Seriously speaking, however, I vent- 
ure to sugeest i this laborious and erudite 
and formidable demonstration is bound to be 
without effect on one distinct ground. In its es- 
sence and in its last analysis it 
nothing but a call upon the  judi- 
cial department of the government to supplant 
the political in the exercise of the taxing power; 
to substitute its discretion for that of Congress 
in respect to the subject of taxation, the pian of 
taxation, and all the distinctions and discrimina- 
tions by which taxation is sought to be equitably 
adjusted to the resources and capacities of those 
who have it to bear. Such an effort, however, 
8 supported. can. I believe, have but one 
result. It is inevitably predestined to failure 
unless this court shall forthe first time in its 
history overlook and overstep the limits which 
separate the judicial from the legislative power, 
and the scrupulous observation of which is abso- 
lutely essential to the integrity of the constjtu- 
tionai system of our country. 


James C. Carter's Argument, 


James C. Carter then began his argument, 
siating that he appeared for the Continental 
Trust company. He said the juniors in the 
case, Messrs. Guthrie and Whitney, had con- 
fined themselves to’the law, and it remained 
tor the master.“ by which term he meant to 
designate ex-Senator Edmunds, to show the 
question was not one confined to such narrow 
limits and to show that it dealt with the 
fundamental principles of the government. 
Mr. Carter asserted he agreed with counsel 


for the appellants in the necessity for 
equality in taxation, but he stated 
the true test in the matter of 


equality was the ability ip pay. according to 
the principle of levying/ burdens. Inevita- 
bly,”’ he declared, the poor must go to the 
wall.“ The object of the income tax law was 
in a measure to protect this inequality and 
shift a part of the load from the shoulders of 
the poorer classes to those of the more 
opulent. Touching the question of exemp- 
tions, he said it was necessary to make them, 
for instance, in the wages of the laborer and 
the incomes of the lower and middle classes. 
Furthermore, the capacity to collect as well 
as to levy tax was held in mind. If, for in- 
stance, the limit in the ihcome tax law had 
been placed at $30,000 instead of $4,000, it 
might be that in Texas there would be no one 
with sufficient income to take the law appli- 
cable to him, and thus Texas would remain 
altogether untaxed under the law. 

At this point Justice Gray interrupted Mr. 
Carter to ask if he did not believe that the 
framers of the Constitution had meant in 
specifying duties. imposts, and excises: that 
all other taxes should be regarded us direct, 
and to hold to the idea then so prevalent of 
coupling taxation and representation, but Mr. 
Carter replied that such a construction would 
put a limit on the Constitution. by implica- 
tion, which he did not think would fail within 
thie duty of the court. Discussing the ques- 
tion of the meaning of the word uniform- 
ity as used in the Constitution, he said it 
was known that the framers had in mind ter- 
ritorial uniformity, but it was not known that 
they meant general uniformity. Nor could 
he find an injunction of uniformity in the 
word tax as others professed to do. 

Mr. Carter was discussing the question of 
classification when interrupted by Justice 
White with an inquiry as to how he would ac- 
count for the various decisions of the courts 
to the effect that attempts at classification 
were in fact not classifications but mere 
evasions. 

When,“ replied Mr. Carter, there is an 
evasion, I grant it is an exercise of arbitrary 

wer, but when these acts are based on pub- 
ic grounds and do not constitute an arbitrary 
proceeding the act is not legitimate. Con- 
gress in such a case is seeking to estabiish its 
own policy. It may be right and it may be 
wrong, but it is guilty of no evasion, and it 
does not become necessary for the courts to 
interfere.” 


Mr. Choate Bezins His Address. 


Mr. Choate followed Mr. Carter, speaking 
for the appellants. Hisis the closing argu- 
ment in the case. 

After Jupiter had thundered all around 
the sky and had leveled everything by his 
thunderbolts, Mr. Choate began, Mercury 
came out from his hiding place and looked 
around to see how much damage had been 
done, but he knew that it was only stage 
thunder and was enabled to reassure gods 
and men. He came as Mercury did, to bring 
calm and assurance, and he would not at- 
tempt to vie with Mr. Carter. He declared 
that he had never before heard the argument 
used by Mr. Carter that the popular wrath 
might in any event sweep the Supreme Court 
away. He hau been likewise surprised to 
hear that Congress was to be tne sole judge 
of the powers confided to it, by the Constitu- 
tion. As for himself, he believed there were 
private righte of property to be considered, 
and he believed this court was delegated to 

ss upon such questions as were here in- 
volved without asking the consent of the At- 
torney-General or any one else. 

He declared that the income tax was com- 
munistic and said it was defended here upon 
principles as communistic, socialistic, and 
populistic as had ever been addressed to a 
popular assemblage and he had been aston- 
ished that the Attorney-General had made a 
plea for its toleration on the ground that it 
was directed only at the rich, Mr. Choate 
said that if the law was enforced New York, 
New Jersey, Massachusetts, and Pennsylvania 
would pay nine-tenths, yes, nineteen-twen- 
tieths of the tax. This, he declared, was 
sufficient evidence of inequality. He contro- 
verted the position that there was 
no help for this state of affairs. If the ex- 
emption asnow provided was sustained by 
the court it might be extended, If the power 
was to be checked it must be checked now. 
Stating the plan of his review, Mr. Choate 
said his position was that the income tax was 
wholly void because absolutely and in all its 
parts it was a direct tax and not imposed by 
the rule of apportionment. The basis of his 
argument would be the clear distinction be- 
tween direct taxes on the one hand and ex- 
cises and imposts on the other. He would as- 
sume that all duties, imposts, and excise taxes 
were shut out from the class of direct taxes, 
while on the other hand, any tax in the in- 
come form, real estate, etc., was a direct tax, 
and therefore inhibited by the Constitution. 

Mr. Choate will take up the constitutional 
aspects of the question upon the opening of 
his argument tomorrow.

VINDICATION OF AMERICAN CATTLE, 


German Veterinarian: Say There Is Little 
or No Disease in Imported Bee ves. 

Wasurnerton, D. C., March 12.—In review. 
ing an article by Veterinurians Boysen aud 
Vollers on the importation of American beef 
cattle, the Hygienische Rundschau, Hum burg, 
says: 

The authors protest against the misrepresenta- 
tions and fears which are scattered through the 
newspapers that tuberculosis exists in cattle in 
America to an enormous degree, and also that 
pleuro-pneumonia is still more prevalent, and 
that the American stock raisers are forced on 
this account to ship their cattle to Europe at a 
merely nominal price. In Hamburg from the 
year 1889 to the present time there were in all 
1,104, and in other German cities altogether 918 
imported cattle slaughtered, These animais 
were subjected to a careful veterinary inspection, 
not only before being slaughtered, but after- 
wards as well. It was impossible to find pleuro- 
pneumonia in a single case, while tuberculosis 
was present in only four of these animals, while 
20 per cent of the German steers slaughtered in 
Hamburg have been found tubercular. 

it is noted parenthetically that strange to 
say the American cattle were entirely free 
from liver flukes. The authors consider the 
condition of this stock as fully equal to that 
of the stock raised on the home meadow 
lands. Boysen and Vollers see a coming 
danger in the American meat for German 
producers and for the German meat trade, 
which is well foundea, not only on account 
of the lower price, but in the high standard 
of cattle breeding and in the perfection of the 
American cattie. The German stock raisers 
are advised to study the achievements of the 
Americans in the field of stock-raising, and to 
examine and consider show the tuberculosis 
which is constantly spreading around them 
in German stock may be arrested. 


YANKTON SIOUX LANDS TO BE OPENED. 


Expectation That the President's Proclia- 
imation Will Soon Be Issued.

Another reservation which will soon 
be opened is that of the Nez Perces in Idaho, 
and a portion of the Siletz Indian reserva.

JUMP IN MAY WHEAT. 


GOVERNMENT STATEMENT OF FAKM 
RESERVES IS THE CAUSE. 


Product Sells Three Cents Above the Closing 
Price of Monday rue Flurry, How- 
ever, Is Credited to the Excitement on 
the Curb Monday=Gove:rnment Esti- 
mate Is Decidedly Bullish as It Indi- 
cates There Are in Farm Reserves 
Only 75,000,000 Bushels, 


Wheat demonstrated its ability to advance 
yesterday ina manner which surprised its 
best friends. At the top of the bulge, caused 
by the Government statement of fafm re- 
serves, May wheat sold three cents above the 
closing price of Monday. The advance of three 
cents can scarceiy be credited to yesterday, 
as the flurry set in on the curb Monday night. 
Best curb prices were discounted, however, at 
the opening yesterday, and Mav wheat was 
taken by anxious buyers at 56 ½ cents. This 
was four cents over the bottom price for May 
delivery, and two cents over the last recorded 
price of the previous day. The Government 
Statistician’s figures on reserves in first hands 
were what did it. The estimate was decidedly 
bullish, as it indicated there are in farm re. 
serves only 75,000,000 bushel, or only 16.3 
per cent of the latest crop yieid. The farm 
reserves for the last six seasons with percent- 
ages and current cash quotations are given as 
follows:

THEY HAVE NO PLAN. 


ALLEY BONDHOLDERS OFFER STOOR- 
HOLDERS NO ADVIOE, 


They Decide That the Stockholders Are 
Capable of Forming a Reorganization 
Plan for Themselves=—Forecliosure Will 
Not Be Hurried - M jority of Lake 
Street Bondholders Have Signed the 
Reorganization Agreement=Sinall Fluc- 
tuations: in the Steck Market. 


The com mittee representing the first section 
and second section bondholders of the South 
Side Rapid Transit company decided to 
abandon their plan of offering suggestions to 
the stockholders for reorganizing the com- 
pany. They will today send copies of a cir- 
cular to all the security holders, but the cir- 
cular has in it only a statement of the condi- 
tion of the company, an expression of confi- 
dence in the management, and the desire that 
the stockholders will evolve some plan which 
will prevent a foreclosure. 

We decided that we were not called upon 
to offer any advice to the stockholders,”’ said 
Lyman J, Gage. The stockholders are of 
age, and quite as able to formulate a plan as 
the bondholders are to make a plan for them. 
We believe that the property is being well man- 
aged, and we are inclined to give the stockhbold- 
ers every opportunity to get together. and agree 
upon some plan to prevent aforeclosure. We are 
on one side of the case, however, and they are on 
the other, and we decided that it would be bet- 
ter taste tosimply present a statement of the 
situation, and not offer any gratuitous advice.“ 

The report shows a satisfactory condition of 
traffic. the business having made steady incroase 
so far this year. On a basis of $1,500 a day for 
operating expenses the road must carry 58,740 
1 a day to pay interest on both issues 
of bonds, and it is now carrying 43,000. The re- 
port prepared by the committee is as follows: 

To the Stockholders and Boridholders of the 
Chicago and South Side Rapid Transit Railroad 
Company: The undersigned, representing for 
themselves and their associates the first mort- 
gage bonds as well as the extension 5s of said 
company, having met together to consider their 
common interests, make the following statement 
of their conclusions: 

“From reports submitted tous by the officers 
of the company it is evident that default will be 
made in payment of the imterest coupons due 
Agee 1, 1805, on the first mortgage bonds and 
a like default on the extensions 5s due July 1. 
1805. It would seem to us that no other course 
is open except to enforce the. rights against the 
property. which rest in the bondholders, unless 

fore the six months elapse which must inter- 
vene between the default of interest and fore 
closure proceeding, the stockholders of the 
company shall find some method ‘of either pro- 
viding for the defaulting interest or otherwise 
meeting the equitable and legal demands of the 
bondholders. 

Woe furnish herewith a copy of a statement 
submitted to us by the officers of the road, which 
shows a gratifying improvement in its traffic op- 
erations. 

The average daily traffic of the company for 
the year 1894 as shown by the annual report Sof 
the President for that year was 87,227. In 
August of that year the average daily traffic, as 
shown by said report was 31,029; for September, 
32,903; for October, 38.011; for November. 40,- 
578: for December, 43,276. The records of the 
company show the daily average traffic for the 
month of January, 1895. to have been 39,943; 
for February. 41.228; for the first seven days of 
the present month. 42.923. 

Tho average daily expense of operation, in- 
cluding ail expense, both ordinary and extraor- 
dinary — the interest on the bonded debt), 
for the year 1894 was $1,557.70. The estimated 
duiiy expense for the year 1895 is about 81,500. 
The fare received by said company for each pas- 
senger carried is 5c. 

The record for the last six months shows a 
gradual increase in traffic, notwithstanding the 
stringency of the times. This gives hope for the 
future, especially when it is considered that 
south of Fortieth street the territory occupied by 
the railroad is sparsely settled, but that it is rap- 
idiy filling up. and gives promise of a large traf- 
fic in the near future. 

“It is evident from the above figures that the 
income of the company with its present facilities 
will not suffice to moet its expenses and fixed 
char aud that an increase in such facilities 
—— necessary in order to obtain a paying 
traffic. 


Under a clause in the trust deeds securing the 
bonds it r that the trustee sball, upon 
the demand of a majority of the bondholders, 
take immediate possession of the property of the 
road and manage it for the interests of the bond - 
holders as soon as interest shall be defaulted; 
but. satisfied as we are that under the present 
management every regard is had to economy, 
efficiency in service, and with a single eye to the 
interests of the bondholders and stockholders of 
the property.we believe it to be to the interests of 
the bondholders to allow the management to 
continue, without the intervention of the trustee, 
until the period of foreclosure provided for in 
the trust deeds shall have arrived, it being the 
unanimous desire of this committee that the 
stockholders shall have every opportuuity to 
avoid the foreclosuge of this property.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


FIRE LOSSES FOR JANUARY AND 
FEBRUARY PROVE HEAVY. 


Premium Receipts Are All Paid Ont, 
Leaving the Risk-Taking Companies to 
Pay the Expenses of Underwriting= 
Value of Destroyed Property for Sixty 
Days Approximitely $25,000,000 — 
Toledo School Bailding a Total 1 
Agricultural to Write Sprinkled Risks. 

All the companies having departments in 

Chicago which receive reports from agents 

in the territory included in the department 

have met with heavy losses the first. two 
months of the year. January and February 
have proved disastrous to many com panies. 

These months are expected to be ones of 

heavy losses, the result of the usual severe 

cold weather, but this year has exceeded past 
years in the per cent of losses to the premium 

receipts, A numberof companies report 100 

per cent of losses, or losses for the two mcnths 

equaling the total premium receipts without 
taking into consideration the expense in- 
curred in securing business and in conducting 
the affairs of the company. This averages 


35 per cent of the gross premium receipts, 


and a company which has losses equaling its 


premium is out of pocket 35 per cent for the 


sake of carrying on business. In other 
words, for every $100 taken in the way of 
premium there has been paid out $100 in 
losses and $35 in commissions and other ex- 


penses connected with underwriting. 


The year 1894 was a severe one ou many 
of the companies. In fact, the majority of 
the companies lost money on underwritiug, 
though the returas from securities made up 
the losses and left a sun sufficient to permit 
the payment of dividends to stockholders. 


During January and February the total fire: 


loss in the United States has been approxi- 
mately $25,000,000. At this rate the loss 
for the year would figure up $150,000,000, 
which is greater than the loss estimates of last 
year. January, however, is not an average 
month. The extreme cold weather usually 
swells the losses for that period to asum fn 
excess dt other months. 

There are bad months in the summer, how- 
ever, which cost much of what is gained dur. 
ing months when fires are light. July and 
August are looked upon with fear and tremb- 
ling by insurance men. The extreme heat 
dries buildings until they are like tinder, and 
a fire which starts is hard to stop. If the 
summer months of 1895 should prove as dis- 
astrous as those of last year the companies 
will have to add 1895 to the long list of 
years when profits were more than swept 


away.

PASSES HIS STREET RAILWAY BILL. 


Senate Approves the Crawford Measure 
with Slight Opposition. 

The street railway bill introduced by Sena- 
tor Crawférd was passed with slight opposi- 
tion. Yeas, 33; nays, 6. 

Senator Niehaus’ bill for the protection of 
persons furnishing materials and labor in the 
construction of public buildings passed— 
yeas, 40; nays, none. The Senator explained 
that the bill simply made provision for per- 
sons working on public buiidings the same as 
now provided for the subcontractors on pri- 
vate buildings. The bill was substantially 
the same as the one passed by Congress, he 
said, and gave to the parties engaged on pub- 
lic structures a certified copy of tne bond on 
which they could sue for the recovery of the 
work on material furnished by them. The 
Congressional measure, he said, had been 
found most satisfactory. 

The other bills passed were as follows: 

Senator Aspinwall—To provide for the better 
protection of buildings from fire by * for 
their inspection to guard against the accumula- 
tion of rubbish and inflammable waste material. 

Senator Anthony—To revise the law id regard 
to promissory notes, making the indorser subject 
to suit along with the principal. 

Senator Sawyer—Amending the law providing 
for 1 Commissioners, requiring that not 
more than two be elected from each district. 

House bill—To amend the lawfor the aid of 
training schools for boys. 

Senator Evans’ bill in regard to Police 
Commissioners was made a special order for 

O o’clock tomorrow. 

Senator Hamer offered a petition that the 
sale of liquor be prohibited within feur miles 
of the Illinois State University and other col- 
leges. He explained that the half dozen rolls 
tied with red, white, and blue ribbon on his 
desk contained over 18,000 names, covering 
a length of 725 feet, which were attached to 
this petition. 

Senater Munroe introduced a bill amend- 


ing the law in relation to juries to read as fol- 


lows: | 

It shall not be cause for challenge of & juror in 
any case, civil or criminal, that he has an opinion 
as to the merits of the case or of any question in- 
volved therein whether he has or has not ex- 
pressed that opinion where such opinion was 
acquired by reading any newspaper or printed 
matter or by statements made to him or others, 
or by ali such means, except where such opinion 
is based upon statements made to the juror by 
some one claiming to have been an eye witness to 
the transaction or to have personal knowledge of 
the facts stated; provided that the trial Judge 
shall be satisfied that the juror will be a fair and 
impartial juror in the case and repeating con- 
flicting acts. 

Senator Willoughby introduced two bills. 
One amends the law for tne weekly payment 
of wages by corporations, requiring every 
corporation to pay its employés weekly the 
wages earned within six days of the date of 
such payment and, if the employé be absent 
at the time of payment he shall be entitled to 
payment on demand. The other amends the 
the criminal code by providing a penalty of 
imprisonment of not less than one nor more 
than two years for any one caught with burg- 
lars' tools on his person. 

Other bills introduced were the following:

President Gage of the Civic Federation

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 12.—[Special. ]—

Senator Ford popped in tne first in the shape 
of an attack on the Pullman company, which

The specifications are 
the same made by the Attorney-General! in 
bills he has filed in the courts of Cook County 
and reviews in his biennial message. The al- 
legations are that the company has engaged 
in business not warranted by its charter. 
Senator’ avers moreover that the company 
dodges its taxes whenever it can. This reso- 
lution will come up under the rule tomorrow 
and probably be referred to a committee. 
The only allegation possessing the charm of 
novelty is the allegation of tax dodging. 

A few minutes after Mr. Ford introduced 
his resolution Senator Salomon handed in one 
for the investigation of large department 
stores in Chicago, wherein he says child labor 
is employed under such conditions that a low 
grade of morality prevails.

HAMLINE URGES CRAWFORD TO ACT. 


Earnest Plea for the Passage in the Senate 
of the Civil Service 111. 

The following letter was sent yesterday to 
Senator Crawford at Springfield: 

CuicaGo, March 12.—I have just finished read- 
ing your open letter to D. M. Lord, published in 
THE TriBuneE of last Wednesday, in which you 
say that you are opposed to ‘tlie appointment of 
Civil Service Commissioners by the Mayor and 
think it unnecessary to pass any bill before the 
spring election. No one can challenge your 
right to your opinion, but it is the province of 
the pubiic to discuss its soundness, and in that 
spirit | write you. 

By common consent it is agreed that it is abso- 
lutely essential that the commission should con- 
tain representatives of both the 8 parties. 
This is necessary to guarantee a full, free, zeal- 
ous, and unrelenting criticism of the acts of a 
majority of such commission, belonging to the 


dominant party, at the hands of a member repre- | 


senting the minority party, where rules are 
sought to be introduced or to be administered by 
such majority so as to favoror discriminate 
against empluoyés holding the same political 
views as those of the minority Commissioners. 
How then are you going to frame a law. much 
more how will you enforce it, that will compel 
the voters, regardless of party, to elect a certain 
number of such Commissioners who shali be 
Democrats and a certain other number who shall 
be Republicans? The dominant party would of 
course elect the entire board—a board of three 
Commissioners, all of one party, which would 
tend to frustrate the spirit of the law. As I am 
now advised it would be impossible te frame a 
constitutional law that would compel the elec- 
tion of a certain number of Democrats and a cer- 
tain number of Republicans. 


Free from Check and Scrutiny. 


The framers of the drainage law recognized 
this when they provided that, while each voter 
may cumulate his vote on any five of the nine 
candidates, he must have the right to cast one 
vote for each candidate. There is no power on 
earth which can prevent the Republicans from 
electing all of the Commissioners, if they only 
have the votes, which can deny to the Democrats 


the right to name all of the Commissioners if 
No 


they cast the requisite number of ballots. 
law will stand the first legal assault that will 
deny to any voter the right to vote for every can- 
didate. If such a law had 
every Commissioner elected would have been a 
Democrat, white in 1894 every Commissioner 


elected would have been a Republican. In either 


event a party board elected through a party 
fight would have an opportunity to permit the 
distribution of spoils among its party, free from 
all check or scrutiny. 

But the positive merit of compelling the Mayor 
to appoint the Commissioners and rmitting 
him to dismiss them, lies in the fact t if the 
Mayor shall appoint a Commissioner who is not 
in sympathy with the 22 of the law. or who 
seeks to prevent its full and free operation. then 
the people can hold tne Mayor directly and per- 
sonally responsible, insist upon his dismissing 
the unworthy Commissioner, and, in the event 
of his failure so todo, may at the next election 
retire the Mayor to well merited obscurity, to- 
gether with the party which supported him. 

On the contrary, if the Mayor is zealous in this 
reform, he should be pormitted to appoint Com- 
missioners who are also its friends and who wiil 
develop it to the highest degree of efficiency. If 
such a Mayor fluds any Commissioner endeavor- 
ing to thwart the reform, be should have the 
power to take his head right off at the shoulders 
and to appoint a successor who would carry out 
the law in good faith. 

Appointment vs. Election, 


If the Commissioners are elected by the people 
there is no- responsibility save to the people, 
which isa rather general responsibility and ig 
divided among three, each one of whom can blame 
the other two for any mischief which occurs. 
Not so if the Mayor is held directly liable. 
Again. there is no way of speedily gett rid of 
a Commissicner who shall turn out to be inof- 
ficient or an enemy of the reform. You reflect 
on the character and qualifications of public 
servants who are appointed, as compared with 
such as are elected. Look back on the history of 
the last twenty years. Compare, then, the ap- 
pointed School Board with the elected Common 
Council; consider the honorable record of the 
appointed Library Board with that of some of 

e Boards of County Commissioners; compare 
the Corporation Counsels appointed by the 
Mayor with the City Attorneys elected by the 
people and then say whether the persons ap- 
pointed by the Mayor fall below the persons 
elected by the people either in fitness, ability, or 


integ 


rity. 

But the work which these Commissioners will 
be called upon to do is largely automatic un- 
der this law.

ILLINOIS AT COTTON STATES FAIR. 


Senate Appropriations Committee Favors 
the Bill Allowing $15,000. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 12.—The Senate 
Committee on Appropriations this afternoon 
by a unanimous vote ordered a favorable re- 
port on Senator: Evans’ bill appropriating 
815.000 to provide for the representation of 
Illinois at the Cotton States and International 
Exposition to be held at Atlanta, Ga., next 
fall. The bill appropriates $10,000 for the 
construction of a State building on the grounds 
of the exposition to be used as headquarters 
by the people of Illinois who visit the fair. 
Three Commissioners are to be appointed by 
the Governor,who are authorizea to employ a 
secretary and other assistants; and $5,000 
is appropriated to pay their expenses. 
Senator Chapman made a speech in favor of 
the bill, shying that all the people in his sec. 
tion of the State were anxious to have Illinois 
represented at Atlanta. Senator Salomon of 
Chicago said the participation of Illinois in 
the Cutton States Exposition was a matter of 
great importance to the merchants, manufact- 
urers, and farmers of this State. He warmly 
advocated the appropriation. The prospects 
are that it will go through both Houses with 
practically no opposition, and will be ap- 
proved by the Governor, who is known to be 
in hearty sympathy with its object. 

The Committee on Appropriations also con- 


“4 sidered Senator Bartling's bill to prevent the 


coloring of substitutes for butter and cheese 
and providing penalties therefor. The bill 
had previously been discussed by the Com- 
mittee on License and Miscellany and ordered 
to be reported favorably, and referred to the 
Appropriations committee, as the bill pro- 
vided for the appropriation of money, to 
make it effective. This feature was elimi- 
nated today at the suggestion of the promoters 
of the measure. The bill was then ordered 
to be reported favorably. 

President Cook of the State University at 
Normal spoke in support of the bill appro- 
priating, besides one-half of the interest of 
college and seminary funds, $28,506 annual- 
ly for salaries and expenses of the institution. 
The bill also appropriated $7,000 for renew- 
ing the heating plant of the building. The 
measure was ordered reported favorably. 

The subcommittee appointed to visit the 
Chester Penitentiary and investigate the 
nseds of that institution regarding appropria- 
tions asked in Seuator Chapman’s bill re- 
ported in favor of the measure with some few 
amendments. The bill was ordered favorably 
reported by the Appropriations committee. 
The subcommittee also made an investiga- 
tion of the hospital for the criminal insane 
and reported favoring immediate relief on ac- 
count of the crowded condition of the hos- 
pital. ; 

Representatives of the State Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation appeared before the Committee on 
Judicial 2 favoring Senator Nie- 
haus’ bill amending the garnishment law. 
The bill was ordered reported favorably 
recom mended. 


VALLEY PEOPLE AIR THEIR COMPLAINTS 


They Want Positive Assurance the Prain- 
ngo Law Will Not Be Kvaded. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 12.—The joint 
Committee on Waterways and Drainage of 
the House and Senate today heard the delega- 
tion representing the valley people in regard 
to the drainage bill. Those who spoke on be- 
half of the valley people were Henry Mayo 
of Ottawa, Chairman of the delegation, and 
G. L. Vance and Judge B. Olin of Joliet. B. 
A. Eckhart, Secretary of the Board of Drain- 
age Trustees, and George E. Dawson, its at 
torney, replied. 

Henry Muyo quoted the drainage law to 
show that the part referring to the require- 
ments as to the channel and the waterflow 
through it was equivocal. It provided for a 
capacious canal, but did not specifically re- 
quire that 300,000 cubic feet of water should 
be kept flowing through it. He repeatedly 
assured his hearers that neither he nor those 
he represented were hostile to the Drainage 
channel or Chicago interests. 

George E. Dawson, the board’s attorney. 
said the board and he always had understood 
that the drainage act required unequivocally 
that not only the channel should be of the 
dimensions specified but that when opened it 
should have a flow of 300,000 cubie feet of 
water a minute, the flow to be maintained. 

Senator Munroe questioned Mr. Dawson in 
regard to swing bridges, whether the trustees 
would not have to consider them when con- 
demuing the right of way of the railroads in- 
tersected by the canal. Mr. Dawson replied 
that it was a matter for future determination. 
As regards the significance of temporary 
bridges he said they would not interfere in 
any way with the canal being a navigable 
waterway for such crafts as would wish to go 
up to Lockport, which was the present limit 
of the channel. 

G. L. Vance attacked the Drainage Board 
on its fuilure to take steps to deepen the 
Desplaines River below kport. It was 
apparently the intention to allow Chicago’s 
sewage tp overflow this territory, exeept for 
such temporary protections as dikea, for the 
river bed had not been — 

Judge Olin of Joliet said the valley people

But amendments should assure 
the people of the valley that they would not 
have a menace to their homes in the form of 
a big open sewer running past their doors, 

Senator Leeper moved that the committee 
defer further consideration of the bill until a 
week hence to give the valley delegation a 
chance to formulate their objections in the 
shape of amendments. Mr. Jones objected 
to further delay.

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The popularity of The Devil's Deputy 
at the Chicago Opera-House was no longer a 
matter of speculation after the close of the 
second act of the first night’s performance; 
its popular success was assured. It lacks 
none of the essentials of a good comic opera. 
Its music, which is by E. Jakobowski, who 
also composed Erminie, is almost uni- 
formly catching, sweet and rhythmic, 
although neither brilliant nor possessed of 
lasting qualities, Its libretto, which is 
an adaptation of a French theme by 
J. Cheever Goodwin, is “ humorous without 
being vulgar,” asa witty English satirist ir- 
reverently observed of Mr. Tree's Hamlet,“ 
and it provices Mr. Francis Wilson with a 
character which is only a shade less amusing 
than the Cadeaus oft Erminie, with which 
his name will always be associated, Its set- 
ting is faultless, particularly in the matter of 
costuming, and the work of the principals has 
the backing of a well trained although not 
numerous chorus.

Matters at the State Home for Juvenile Fe- 
male Offenders at No. 3111 Indiana avenue 
had quieted down yesterday to a considerable 
extent. Mrs. Harvey, the President of the 
Board of Directors, remained at the home 
all day and exerted a mollifying effect on the 
girls. She attributed the present troubles to 
a culmination of happenings brought about 
chiefly by Mrs. Wallace and Mrs. Wickens, 
the former superintendent, When Mrs. Wick- 
ens left last Jau uary the directors inaugurated 
the policy of serving inmates and employés 
the same food at thesame tables. This policy 
had been opposed, and since the first of the 
year troubles have multiplied. Mrs. Wheeler, 
the teacher of the institution, and the engineer 
were disinissed yesterday. 

The cases of the riotous girls who had to be 
taken away by the police will be tried today. 

Mrs. Dell Rouse filed a petition in the Su- 
perior Court yesterday fora writ of habeas 
corpus for the release of her 13-year-old 
daughter Julia from the Erring Women’s 
Refuge. Mrs. Rouse says the girl was arrest- 
ed at the home of an acquaintance the even- 
ing of March 1 and taken to the Desplaines 
Street Station. The next morning she signed 
a paper waiving a jury trial, not knowing 
what it was. The girl was taken before Jus- 
tice Doyle, who fined her $100 and committed 
her tothe Erring Women’s Reiuge, where 
she has been confined ever since.

Tue order passed by the Council Monday 
night appropriating $150,000 to buy ad- 
ditional pumping engines and boilers was a 
proper one.

Then household - 
era, especially in the outskirts, will suffer 
even more than they donow. It takes a good 
deal of time to get one of the large pumping 
engines the city uses, and the Council has at- 
tended to the matter none too soon. 
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A. DANGEROUS MEASURE. 

There is a bill before the Legislature to em- 
power the Chicago Board of Education to con- 
demn land for school sites. Itis claimed by 
the supporters of this measure that if the 
power of eminent domain is conferred on 
the board it will not be hampered in getting 
school sites by the unwillingness of owners 
to part with their property or by their refusal 
to sell except for extravagant prices. Yet 
the board has managed to get along very well 
without this power for over thirty years and 
there are excellent reasons why the Legisla- 
ture should not grant it now. 

Tun Tarsune will admit, for the sake of 
argument, that no barm would be done if the 
present board were allowed to go into court 
and condemn any man’s property for school 
purposes, whether he disliked to part with it 
or not. It may be admitted that the present 
board is composed of public-spirited, incor- 
ruptible, disinterested men whose elevated 
sentiments dnd lofty patriotism would not 
misuse any power which might be intrusted 
to them. 

But they are not going to hold office for- 
ever. When they go out they may take their 
virtues with them and not leave any for their 
successors. The board may and probably 
will deteriorate. Boodlers tempted by the

over eight million dollars this year— will 
make their way into the board and proceed 
to practice their profession.

The board bas powers enough already. It 
is about the most uncontrolled taxing agency 
in the State. It can appropriate millions and 
the Council has no power to review its acts, 
It has to vote the money. It has managed 
under existing laws to buy a great number of 
school sites, and there will be no difficulty 

t its getting more in the future. To add 
to the powers it already has that of eminent 
domain and permit it to condemn the prop- 
‘erty of any Chicagoan to gratify its whim or 
to enable some of its members to extort 
money is going altogether too far. The bill 
is a dangerous one and the Legislature should 
smash it. Ite passage may be equivalent te 
the creation at some time in the future of a 
vast boodling and blackmail machine forti- 
fied by the law, and unscrupulous persons in 
the future may be able to wield the powers 
of the courts to assist them in levying tribute 
upon reluctant victims. 


“THE WHOLE THING IS A FRAUD.” 

Mrs. A. E. Paul, inspector for the Civic 
Federation, reports conceinmg the supposed 
scavenger service fora large area south of the 
Stock-Yards that “the whole thing is a 
fraud.“ The contractor is a half brother of 
one of the Aldermen for the Twenty-ninth 
Ward, but virtually he is not the contractor 
and there has been no work done.“ The tally- 
sheets for the Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth 
Wards make it appear that the work done in 
January was about equal to the estimated re- 
quirement, but less than one-third the num- 
ber of teams claimed has been sighted, and 
almost no ashes or garbage removed. The 
alleys in the wards are literally full; every. 
thing in the way of receptacies is running 
over, the alleys are piled high, and the resi- 
dents are furious at their neglect. 

Some of the inspectors paid by the city to 
watch the work supposed to be done by the 
contractor have seemed to treat the com- 
plaints as a joke, They never go over their 
wards and are absolutely ignorant of their 
condition. Mrs. Paul says she has proof that 
there are men on the city pay-rolls from this 
district “who do not work one hour for the 
city.” Something like $500 paid them for 
alleged inspection service since January has 
been literally thrown away, for either they 
have not known what was going on or failed 
to inform their chief. The money paid the 
contractor really belongs to the city, for its 
teams have done what little has been done in 
the scavenger service, this remark being 
especially true for the last two and a half 
months. 

This statement of facts leaves no room to 
doubt that the whole thing is a fraud.” 
The only scavenger work done in the district 
covered by the contracts with the half-brother 
of an Alderman for the Twenty-ninth Ward 
isdone by teams directly employed by the 
city. The contractor not only draws his pay 
for doing nothing, but must be in collusion

If they do not take the trouble to 
ascertain which of the candidates are good 
men, and vote for them, the whole miser- 
able swindling business will be con- 
tinued through the next two pears, 
if not fora longer time. The taxpayers will 
be systematically robbed by the boodling 
gang, and the thoroughfares, with other 
things in which all good citizens are inter- 
ested, will be neglected except as a means of 
robbery. It is for the people to say if the 
present disgraceful system shall be projected 
into the future or be cut off summarily by 
their vote at the polls. Mrs. Paul has done 
well to call attention to the state of affairs in 
the district reported upon, but she evidently 
has been so much occupied in gathering a 
knowledge of the facte stated as to have had 
little time to note the conditions in some 
other areas. But for that she hardly would 
have written that the down-town district is 
in pretty good shape, with the exception of 
the Second Ward.“ She correctly states that 
the Second is full of filth and garbage, and 
that not the slightest attempt has been made 
to clean it, but might have added that the 
same is true of the Firat Ward. The condi- 
tions need not be wurse anywhere than are 
those in the district between Twelfth street, 
the river, and the lake. 


A FORTUNATE DECISION FOR THE CITY. 

A little over a year ago the Supreme Court 
decided that a County Judge from another 
county could not hold court in Cpok while 
the regular Judge was also holding court, and 
it was intimated in the decision that it was 
questionable whether the Legislature had the 
constitutional power to authorize a Judge 
elected in and for one county to hold court 
and act in another county under any circum- 
stances. 

This was an unfortunate decision for the 
city. It set aside a portion of the agsessment 
for the great Wentworth avenue sewer and 
might have seriously interfered with the 
It also put it out of 
the po wer of the Cook County Judge, who has 
a great deal of work to do, and who has more 
special. assessment cases probably than all 
the other Judges in the State put together, 
to call in assistants whea most needed. So 
the city asked for a rehearing, got it, and now 
the unanimous decision of a year ago has 
been reversed with only one dissentient. 

This is not the first time the court has 
changed its mind, Severteen yeats ago it 
decided that the act establishing a Probate 
Court in this county was unconstitutional. 
Then the Chicago lawyers gave vent toa wild 
wail and dilated on the frightful consequences 
of upsetting all that court had done during 
the months it had deen in operation. The 
reasoning of the court may have been sound 
enough, but when it realized fully what would 
happen if its decision stood it granted a re- 
hearing and then made a radically different 
decision. 

With one exception the membership of the 
court is the same as it was last year. It was 
not, therefore, the comingin of new Judges 
which wrought this change in the views of the 
court. Either it took move time to think the 
matter over or it reflected on the inconven- 
iences of its previous decision, The outcome 
is satisfactory enough, but it is not custom- 
ary for Judges to change their views on con- 
stitutional questions thus suddenly. 

Since it is evident that the court is not de- 
terred by false shame from reversing itself 
it would be a blessing for this city and county 
if the court would doa little more reversing. 
In the Spies case it laid down certain sound 
principles on the subject of the selection of 
jurors, In the Coughlin case it “went back 
on itself” and laid down some new and dis- 
astrous rules which have made it practically 
im possible to gat good jurors in an important 
and hotly contegted case. The Chicago courts 
have suffered frightfully by reasan of that 
last decision. Cannot the Supreme Court 
take up that jury question again and do some- 
thing to facilitate the administration of 
criminal justice here? 
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REVOLT OF THE JUVENILE OFFENDERS, 

It is not in the least to be wondered at that 
there was an outbreak on the partiof the in- 
mates of the State Home for Jiivenile Fe- 
male Offenders, They are about the most 
unpromising subjects for reforming or for 
managing that ¢an be picked out They are 
harder to handle than an equal humber of 
boys 1 who have been taken out of the slums 
for they are less amenable to discipline and 
are more apt to break outin rebellion against 
authority than boys are. And yet if the same 
vigorous methods are resorted to to keep 
them in order that are employed with boys 
there is a cry of horror on the part of the 
emotional humanitarians. 

In dealing with little savages like those at 
the home the rod can be employed often most 
profitably. It is an argument which children 
often understand and restect when they un- 
derstand no qther. Solitary confinement 
and a scanty diet have their uses, They serve 
often to impress on the mind of the youthful 
criminal as well as of the older ane that it is 
expedient not to do certain things, Love 
is an admirable reform agency but it does 
net seem to work with tiger whelps unless 
backed up by @ little physical forge occasion- 
ally. Something else is needed. 

That which ig absolutely needed in an insti- 
tution like the one now under invéstigation is 
& management which is just, firm, and uni- 
form, and from whose decisions there is no 
appeal. The undisciplined and uneducated 
little wretches like those at this home have 
very definite ideas on the subject of fair play, 
and when they see inequality in punishment 
or in reward they are quick to resent it. And 
when they see any uncertainty, or timidity, or 
vacillation on the part of those who are in 
authority oveg them they are aut to take 
advantage of jt. 

These repeated changes of suplirintendents 
at the home, and these sudden shiftings from 
a laxer to a more severe discipline, have been 
disastrous in their consequences, It is better 
to stick to one plan, though it may not be 
altogether the best, than to try veral in swift 
succession. Naturally it unsettles the mind 
ot an untutordd child of the alleys when she 
passes from a régime of love, musie, and

Some one is 
needed who can be firm and gentle, who can 
be severe when necessary, and who never loses 
her temper no matter how intolerabie the 
provoce tion. 

The fact remains that the institution has 
not been well managed, Furthermore—and 
for this the male trustees probably are to 
blame—the expenses have been altogether too 
high. To spend a thousand dollars a year 
apiece to reform girls who haveto be removed 
to the police station to make them keep the 
peace shows mismanagement somewhere. 
Much money has been spent and nothing ac- 
complished. Not a brand seems to have been 
snatched from the burning. 

The work itself is an admirable one and 
should not be abandoned. But unless the in- 
vestigation which the Governor has ordered 
puts a different face on affairs, it looks very 
much as if in the interests of peace and har- 
mony the members of the present board, or 
most of them, should cease their labors in 
this thankless field. Their successors may 
not do any better but they cannot get up a 
much greater riot than that of Sunday. 


PLAYING FOOTBALL IN A LEGISLATURE. 

The custodian of the Indiana State House 
isa Democrat. The Republicans in the Leg- 
islature wanted that place for a man of their 
own political faith, They were not quite sure 
as to the safety of the building and its con- 
tents if left in Democratic hands, So they 
passed a bill removing this Democrat, and 
sent it to the Governor three days before the 
expiration of the session, which was Monday 
midnight. The Governor, unwilling that the 
Capitol, his officiai-home, should be in the 
custody cf a Republican, wrote a vet> of this 
bill but held it back till the last moment, 
hoping it might reach the House where it 
originated at so late an hour that there would 
not be time to pass it over his veto. The Re- 
publicans were aware of his intentions and 
determined to frustrate them. 

When the Governor's private’ secretary 
started to go up in the elevator a few minutes 
before midnight with his veto some of the 
Republicans took possession of the elevator 
and begau running it up and down intending 
to keep the Governor’s messenger on the go 
until the adjournment hour had come. But 
he forced his way out and got into the House, 
where the fun began. The private secretary 
had a tight grip on the ball alias the veto 
message. His intention was to carry it to the 
goal, otherwise the Speaker’s chair. The Re- 
publicans formed in solid mass and sought to 
obstruct his progress. The Democratic mem- 
bers rallying around him and forming a fly- 
ing wege sought to break the ranks of their 
opponents. 

Then the earnest players began slugging 
and the representatives of two great political 
parties in a great State imitated and im- 
proved on the methods of collegians. One 
gentleman was. thrown down and trampled 
on. Another was battered oyer the head and 
another on the face. While a chunk of old 
red sandstone took no one in the abdomen 
one merber got a kick there which caused 
him to lose all interest in subsequent 
proceedings. There were about seventy-five 
players, of whom thirty were at one time 
piled up in a heap on the fluor kicking, 
pounding, and clawing at one another. The 
private secretary, who was somewhere in the 
pile, was squeezed badly, but escaped with- 
out serious injury. 

In the meanwhile the Speaker or refétee 
watched proceedings with intense eagerness. 
He took no part iu the shindy himself, and 
while he had one eye on the game he had an- 
other on the clock. When midnight came 
he danced up and down excitedly and 
shouted time. The House was adjourned 
and the game was at au end. The Secretary 
had failed to reach the goal and the Gov- 
ernor’s club had lost and the Republican 
club had won. Surgeons and ambulances 
were called for and the exhausted players 
were removed from the field of their glory. 
It was a famous victory for the Republicans, 
as the veto message not having been pre- 
sented they, and not their hated opponents, 
have charge of the Capitol, and that valuable 
building is safe. 

There have been rows in Legislatures be- 
fore this. The proceedings of the estimable 
Common Council of this city have been en- 
livened sometimes by animated fizhts, which 
led to increased attendance at subsequent 
meetings. But Taz Tarsunz does not recall 
at this moment as faithful a legislative repro- 
duction of a football scrimmage as the per- 
formance in the Indiana House of Represent- 
atives Monday night. Nor is it easy to recall 
as extensive a row over as ignoble a cause. 
There have been conflicts over the organiza- 
tion of a House, over the ratification of a con- 
gtitutional amendment, or over some im- 
portant law, but in this case the row was over 
a miserable bit of patronage. 

Yet these grave and reverend legislators 
got so worked up over this custodianship that 
they behaved in a more disgraceful manaer 
than the inmates of the Illinois Home for 
Juvenile Female Offenders; whose riotous 
proceedings were chrunicled in the same 
paper. There is some excuse to be made for 
the latter. They are children, undisciplined 
and uneducated and full of criminal in- 
stincts. That they should riot is not surpris- 
ing. But it is astonishing that full-grown 
men, prominent in the communities whence 
they come, should forget sv easily that their 
little hands were not made to scratch out one 
another's eyes with. 


THE OSCAR WILDE LIBEL. 

The Marquis of Queensberry bas been for- 
liy committed for trial upon a charge of 
libel preferred by Oscar Wilde, the well. 
known languid hero of the sunflower, ove 
whom not long since the maidens and some 
of the mammas of America went into gush- 
ing hysterics and throes of adulation. Lon- 
don has been thrown into a condition of ex- 
citement by this suit not less than that which 
raged in New York a few days ago over the 
Gould-Castellane incident, There is this dif-

One side claims that Wilde will be ruined, 
The other side claims that the Marquis isa 
brute and a madman, and his own sons agree 
to this view Of him. Perhaps it would have 
been better on the whdle had the hero of the 
sunflower challenged the Marquis of Queens- 
berry to meet him under the rules of the 
Marquis of Queensberry rather than to at- 
tem pt the getting of satisfaction in pecuniary 
damages. The most interesting feature of 
the proceedings thus far is the knowledge of 
Mr. Wilde’s name for the first time. It is 
Oscar Bangor O' Flaherty Myils Wilde. Sup- 
pose, however, that had been known when he 
was around here posing with his sunflower 
and worshiped by wild-eyed maidens! 


THE NEW ORLEANS MURDERS, 

Itisabout timefor the movement to de- 
port the colored people of the Southern 
States to Africa by wholesale or to uphold the 
majesty of the law in New Orleans. Another 
riot wasin progress there yesterday, several 
men being killed and others severely injured. 
The cause of the mischief was the same as 
that 6f the riot of a few weeks ago in the 
same city, The white men who work on the 
levee have taken control of things and de- 
clared that no negro shall appear there. To 
carry their point they do not hesitate at riot 
and murder, and it was reported yesterday 
afternoon that the police with their scattered 
numbers were unable to cope with the armed 
rioters. A mob of about one hundred opened 
fire on the negroes who were at work at the 
landing of the Harrison line of steamers. The 
poor wretches were fired on from doorways, 
windows, galleries, and the street, and those 
in the crowd of whites who were not armed 
with revolvers picked up stones and with 
them and other improvised weapons attacked 
the blacks who have the misfortune to want 
to live by working in competition with those 
having lighter colored skins than themselves. 
Not until every negro had fled from the 
river front did the white wen desist, and it 
appears that afterwards the rioters paraded ia 
force as if to dare the authorities to interfere 
with them. 

Evidently the white workers on the levee 
are determined to exclude colored men from 
the place. The “trouble” is no mere spas. 
modic affair arising out of a personal quarrel, 
but one of the results of a settled policy, 
and assuch it should be met firmly by the 
authorities. If temporarily powerless that 
fact constitutes all the greater reason for the 
taking of measures which will demonstrate to 
the rioters that they have reckoned without 
their host. The white workers have no own- 
ership of the levee, no right to assume con- 
trol there, or to dictate who shall be em- 
ployed by the men paying wages for the work. 
The negro has just as good a right to be al- 
lowed to toil, and that at any employment 
for which he can show his ability, as a white 
man has. It comes with an ill grace from 
anybody to affect to regard the colored men 
as intruders when the fact is that their ances- 
tors were brought to this country against 
their will and for theexpréss purposs of mak- 
ing them toil. They have a right to protec- 
tion by American law and American officials, 
though that should necessitate the calling out 
of all the State militia and the concentration 
of every United States soldier in and around 
New Orleans. Not to accord this protection 
would be an outrage on lawand civilization, 
a libel on humanity, and a terrible disgrace 
to the whole Nation, though only the people 
ofone State should be directly responsible 
for the riot. The white riotersat New Orleans 
must be taught such a severe lesson that they 
will not dare to attempt a repetition of the 
vutrage. 


Tun price of wheat in this market advanced . 
fully three cents in the last two business days, 
to the great astonishment of nota few who 
had begun to entertain the idea that nothing 
could occur to take it out of the rut of depres- 
sion which had been the rule for so long. The 
fact is the market rose unwillingly, the vis 
inertia of the crowd in the pit being opposed 
to the movement. It but responded in part 
to the tone of advices from abroad, aided by 
the Washington estimate that only about 75 
million bushels of wheat remained in the 
hands of farmers in the United States at the 


beginning of this month. It is discovered 


that stocks in British and French warehouses 
are unusually low, because of the hand-to- 
mouth policy pursued by purchasers during 
the depression of several months past, that 
it is estimated the wheat crop of some 
countries in Western Europe has suffered 
greatly by the severe weather of last month, 
that Russia is supposed to have ‘some 50 
million bushels less to spare than a year ago, 
that Argentina is expected .to export barely 
more than half as much as the 60 million 
bushels sent from that country last year, and 
that the yield in Australia is poorer, while 
similar conditions are reported for some por- 
tions of British India. It is easy to read in 6 
summary of these facts the conclusion that 
the world’s supply of wheat for the last half 
of the current cereal year is some 10 per 
cent less than has been counted on; or to 
estimate that the supply for the twelve 
months is fully 5 per cent less than an aver- 
age. This may not mean actual starvation 


„for any one, but it holds out the idea that the 


overplus of the current crop year will be 
much smaller than counted on, and it is well 
known to be the overplus which tells in the 
matter of prices. 


A paper printed in the Illinois Valley says 
that swing bridges erected over the Drain- 
age Channel would not be useless éven if 
never used, because they are a necessary part 
of a navigable stream,” and the law provides 
that the Drainage Channei shall be such a 


stream. This is novel and dangerous doc. | 


trine. If swing bridges must be erected over 
all the waters which the Legislature has de- 
clared are navigable streams the people of 
some sections of this State will be put to a 
great deal of expense. The Legislature has 
kindly ordained that a vast number of rivers 
and creeks in this State, from Casey’s Fork of 
the Big Muddy up to Spoon River and the 
Fever River, shall be navigable streams. That 
| being the case the fixed bridges which span 
them now must be torn down and replaced by 
sewing ones. There will be sorrow in the 
counties traversed by the hundreds of “ nav- 
igable streams” in this State if this new doc- 
trine is held to be sound. In that case Chi- 
cago will have to insist firmly on the removal 
of the fixed bridges over the Kankakee, Ver- 
milion, Okaw, and other ae streams 
of Illinois.

March 12.—[Copyright, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. |—Martial law has been proclaimed 
throughout the Department df Panama. This 
department, one of the nine forming 
the United States of Colombia, embraces 
the whole Isthmus, stretching from Costa 
Rica’s southern line to the Colombian 
Department (or State) of, Canea, on the 
main land of South America. Of course 
the Panama railway and the Pana- 
ma Canal companies’ property are en- 
etirely. within the territory over which 
martial law has just been declared. The un- 
employed, the starvmg men who were turned 
adrift by the canal company, having nothing 
to hope for from the Colombian Government, 
made common cause with the insurgents. They 
have been threatening to destroy property, 
and since the attack upon Bocas del Toro, in 
which Catarino Garza was killed, the gov- 
ernment has deemed it prudent to suspend 
the operation of the civil law. The Unit- 
ed States cruiser Atlanta, which was at 
Bocas del Toro at the time of the raid 
and landed marines to protect Americans and 
their property, has returned to this port, Dr. 
John M. Moore, assistant surgeon of the 
American warship, assisted in dressing the 
wounded of both sides after the engagement 
between the rebels and the Colombian troops. 
The Atlanta reports everything quiet now at 

Bocas del Toro, 

‘The claims of the United States against 
this government fur having stopped tele- 
grams sent by that government to its repre- 
sentatives on the isthmus, are creating the 
greatest excitement here. The Liberals say 
they will see that no property of foreigners is 
destroyed or touched by the soldiers, and will 
defend the same if possible against deserters 
and refugees.

GEN. BARRIOS TALKS OF NICARAGUA.

Hawaiian Republic Apparently Willing te

Vicroria, B. C., March 12.—The steam- 
ship Miowera arrived this afternoon, seven 
days from Honolulu.

CHINA-JAPAN PEACE TERMS ARE MADE, 


Cash Indemnity te Be Paid by the For- 


mer Not to Exceed 6230, 000, 000. 


Wasnineton, D. C., March 12.—As a result 
of the negotiations between Minister Dun in 
Japan and Minister Denby in China the terms 
of the peace to be concluded between China 
and Japan are now known with little short of | 
exactness. As understood in high official cir- | 


cles they are as follows: 

1. The treaty between Japan and China has 
ceased to exist by reason of the war, but on the 
renewal of peace the new treaty will grant Japan 
extraterritorial jurisdiction over China, but the 
latter country will surrender the extraterritori- 
al jurisdiction it formerly held in Japan. 

2. There will be no extens'on of Japanese ter- 
ritory on the mainland of Asia, but the Island 
of Formosa, a Chinese possession lying off the 
coast, will be permanently ceded to Japan. 

3. The Japanese will by treaty be granted the 
right to continue the occupation of Port Arthur 
and Wei Hai Wei. the two great naval stations 
leading to the Gulf of Pechili, fora term of 
years. 

4. The claims of China that Corea is a de- 
pendency of hers shall be forever relinquished 
and Corea shall henceforth be independent. 

5. The cash indemnity to be paid by China will 
not exceed $250,000,000 in gold. 

The foregoing terms give a number of new 
features which the cable information from 
Pekin and Tokio has not thus far disclosed. 
The purpose not toextend Japanese territory 
on the mainland, but to confine it to the out- 
lying Island of Formosa assures the con- 
clusion of a peace without European inter- 
vention. The maintenance of Jupan’s ex- 
traterritorial jurisdiction leaves China 
as the only Oriental country sub- 
mitting to this jurisdiction, Until recently 
all civilized nations have insisted that the 
courts were so primitive and punishments so 
barbarous in both China and Japan that 
consular courts should protect foreigners re- 
siding in these countries. Japan has recently 
negotiated a new set of treaties with the 


tries, in which its modern court procedure is 
recognized and consular courts abandoned. 
In conformity with this new system Japan 
now terminates China’s consular courts in 
Japan, although Japan’s consular courts in 
China are to be continued. This presents the 
singular spectacle of China's conceding the

Everything 
should be given up to Japan on condition 
that all persons, Chir ese and foreigners, con- 
nected’ with the defeated army and navy 
should be uninjured. The writer suggested 
that the British Admirais should guarantee 
the good faith of the offer. The condition 
specified by Admiral Ting was assented to by 
the British commander and accepted. 

An urgent appeal was made that the vau⸗ 
quishéd chief should seek an asylum in Japan 
until the end of the war. With his commuai- 
cation to this effect Ito sent hampers of re. 
freshments, champagne and the like. which 
his adversary declined to receive. The fol- 
lowing morning a messenger announc>d that 
Admiral ‘ling had committed suicide im- 
mediately after writing a response to Admiral 
Ito’s letter. Two of the principal military 
officers on Lui Kung Island had likewise 
destroyed themselves. 

Wants No Europeans, 

In a communication addressed by Ito to the 
officer in command of the Pei Yang squadron, 
the determination of Japan to recognize no 
Europeans as holding authority on behalf ot 
China was declared. Feb. 17 the surrendered 
vessels were delivered to their new owners 
with the exception of Kwang Chi, which Ad- 
miral Ito gave back, in order that the re. 
mains of the Chinese commander should be 
taken away in a man-of-war belonging to his 
own country. Feb. 19 the garrison of Lui 
Kung, numbering 2,000, and 4,000 sailors 
of the Pei Yang squadron were sent to the 
mainland, escorted to Japanese outposts some 
twenty miles from Chefoo, and set at liberty, 

It is reported that among the foreign pris- 
oners were thetwo Americans, Howie and 
Wilde. As these men had abused the confi. 
dence and generosity of the Japanese Govern- 
ment, having given pledges at Kobe that they 
would not serve in China and accepted money 
for their traveling expenses to America, they 
were detained for trial by court-martial. 

The credit of the achievements at Wei-Hai- 
Wei belongs chiefly to the torpedo boats. The 
bombardment by the large ships alone might 
have beén continued for many weeks without 
producing such results as were actually ac- 
complished in two nights. By extraordinary 
good fortune the torpedo flotilla got through 
its task without severe losses. The enemy, it 
appears, had no longer spirit enough to re- 
taliate. Five ships were sent to the bottom 
within thirty hours by these daring pigmies. 

The Japanese land forces in Shantung have 
done little since the forts were taken at the 
beginning of February. Scouting parties 
have pushed westward asfar as Ning Hai. 
The people had been ruthlessly pillaged by re- 
treating braves, and the few who resisted ex- 
tortion were cut down without mercy. Gen. 
Oyama sent a letter to the foreigo Consuls at 
Chefoo announcing that in case he takes pos- 
session no Soldiers will be allowed to enter 
the European and American quarters until 
after the police force shall have been posted 
there to maintain order. 

N Foster Does Little. 

Li Hung Chang, who has been appointed 
peace ambassador, proposes to embark for 
Japan March 3. Whether he will do‘so de- 
pends upon the Chinese Emperor's ability to 
remain in the same mind for a full week. As 
soon as Lihad left the capital a report was 
circulated that the court had been ordered to 
submit the whole question of prolonging the 
war tothe Provincial Viceroys and to be 
guided by the votes of the majority. 

Mr. Foster has been in consultation with 
Teung Li Yamen, but his voice is said to be 
less potent tf¥an was anticipated. That his 
connection with the late envoys is closed may 
be inferred from certain proceedings on their 
part to which his approval could not possibly 
have been secured.

BATTLE IN A CHURCH. 


THREE MEN FALL IN A SHARP m. 
‘TEROAANGE OF BULLETS. . 


Polish Priest and His Adherents Attacked 


by an Opposing Faction at Omaha, 
Neb., and Blood Flows Before the Po- 
lice Can Arrive to Quell the RioteBell 
Rope Cut by the Invaders, but a Boy 
Climbs the Tower to Summen Aid= 
General News from the Northwest. 

Ou, Neb., March 12. Special.] —The 
startling spectacle of a priest — l the 
ahar and with a revol ver iu each hand firing 
intoa frenzied mob of men, women, and 
children was witnessed in St. Paul's Polish 
Catholic Church at Sheely, an Omaha suburb, 
this morning. The Rev, Father Karminski, 
the presiding pastor, was the man whose dra. 
matic signal started the battle, and in a mo- 
ment it spread about the church grounds 
with revolvers, clubs, and stones, and when 
the heat of the encounter had passed two men 
were carried off the field shot, while another 
man had a badly battered head. The wounded 
are:

Other combatants were more or less dis- 
figured, but none of them were seriously in- 
jured, Even after the main battle was over, 
and after a platoon of police had arrived to 
put an end to the fight individual encounters 
occurred, For an hour it looked as if the 
priest would be torn from the edifice he was 
so courageously defending and be hanged to 
one of the big trees shading the church yard. 
That he was not is due to the rapid rallying 
of his sympathizers, summoned to the scene 
by the tongue of the great bell in the tower, 
which a small boy hastily set in motion after 
climbing toa dizzy height to reach it, the 
bell cord having been cut by the attacking 
perty in anticipation of the alarm being given 
in this manner. 

Early tonight a report was circulated that 
the Poles of South Omaha were going to 
Sheely Station to capture the church, and that 
they would be assisted by some Poles from 
Council Biuffs and the attackin party of this 
morning. The followers of Priest Karminski 
flocked to the church heavily armed with re- 
volvers and shotguns. Sentinels were stationed 
around the church, and at least thirty men 
were stationed at the rear of the church on 
the inside. At a late hour tonight the expected 
parties from South Omaha and Council 
Bluffs had not appeared. 

Attack a Complete Surprise. 


The attack was a complete surprise, and 
consequently ‘the only man in the building 
was Priest Karminski, supported by a little 
band of five boys. As soon as he noticed the 
bands coming he closed and bolted the doors 
of the rear part of the church, in which his 
living apartments are situated and where he 
was at the time. He then overhauled hia ar- 
senal and picked out two revolvers, With 
one in each hand he opened the door leading 
into the church with the intention of cosi 
the front doors of the edifice if possible, bu 
he was too late. The enemy was already half 
was up the aisle, with Joseph Nowicki at the 
head and a.drawn revolver in his hand. 

As soon as the priest appeared in the donor. 
way Nowiski leveled bis revolver at him and 
ordered him to throw up his hands. Then re- 
volvers began tocrack, pictures and furniture 
in the building to be broken down, windows 
to be crushed in, and screams of wounded 
men were added to the angry yells of the mad 


mob, 

When the officers arrived on the scene this 
morning they found a mob surrounding the 
church, and it was necessary for the police to 
fight their way into the buildmg. There they 
found the priest in possession, backed by five 
altar boys, and the wounded men lying in the 
aisles. The leaders of the mob were placed 
under arrest and taken to the police station, 
followea by an excited crowd. 


Bell Sounds the Warning. 


Although the attack was a surprise to the 
priest something of the kind had been ex- 
pected for some time and he had arranged a 
signal to call his supporters around him when 
it should occur. This signal was the ringmg 
of the church bells. The enemy had discov. 
ered this fact and when the attack was made 
men pulled the ropes of the bells outside and 
cut them. Priest Karminski then sent one of 
the boys into the tower and soon the danger 
was pealing over the land. As soon as it was 
heard his supporters began to raliy, coming 
to the side door of the church and being ad- 
mitted within. 

On their way to the building they were at- 
tacked by the enemy with clubs and rocks, 
but they reached the rallying place. The 
enemy made a rush for the door. Joseph 
Inda, who, next to the priest, is at 
head of the congregation, which has posses- 
sion of the church, was stationed on the 
steps as a guard and met the onslaught. 
Numbers were too much for him and he was 
downed, 


sions in the church for two years. Bishop 
Scannell removed the priest in charge in spite 
of the protests of leading men of the congrega- 
tion, and the matter was carried into the 
courts. Fora time the church was guarded 
by the police wheaever services were held, 
but three weeks ago the District Court de- 
cided the Bishop should have possession, and 
the trouble was supposed to have been ended. 
The other faction, however, was dissatisfied 
with the priest in charge, and there have been 
mutterings among the Poles in the neighbor- 
hood, but no outbreak was anticipated by the 
police. 

The congregation is about evenly divided. 
about sixty families being on each side. The 
leaders of the Scannell division seem to be 
Joseph Nowicki and Jacob Netzer, with Adam 
Przanowski as lieutenant. Priest Karminski 
and Joseph Inda appear to be at the head of 
the other faction and the priest claims he has 
been threatened frequently by his enemies, 
who desire to kill him.

HE 18 GIVEN AN.ORDER FOR HER BODY. 


David Fon Secures a Permit to Remove 
the Remains of His Wife. 

Judge Payne issued an injunction yesterday 

restraining a doctor and undertaker from in- 
terfering With the removai of a body, and at 
the same time issued an order permitting its 
burial. The body was that of Mrs. Zina Fox, 
who died Sunday ut the hospital of the Col- 
lege of Physicians and’ Surgeons. David 
Fox, the husband, filed a bill for an injunc- 
tion through Attorney E. N. Zoline and told 
a peculiar story to the court. The complain- 
ant set up in his bill that on March 7 he 
placed his wife in the College ot Physicians 
and Surgeons, under the care of Dr. Henry 
P. Newman. He was to pay Dr. Newman 
$10 for the first week she remained in the 
hospital, and $8 a week thereafter until she 
was cured. March 10 the patient died and 
her body was removed to the undertaking es- 
tablishment of D. C. Postlewait, in Ogden 
avenue, near Harrison street. Dr. Newman 
was asked to issue a burial certificate, but re- 
fused to do so unless he was paid the sum of 
$150. The husband said he tendered the 
doctor $10 for the first week’s treatment, but 
the doctor refused to accept that amount and 
insisted upon the payment of $150. When 
he attempted to remove the body of his wife 
Undertaker Postlewalt refused to permit him 
to do so. 
„The bill asked for an injunction restraining 
the doctor and undertaker from interfering 
with the removal of the body to a place of 
burial. Along with the bill was filed the affi- 
da vit of Louis Schonbrod usserting that, in 
the hearmg of aifiant yesterday, Dr. Newman 
had said he weuld issue the necessary burial 
certificate if the $150 was paid. 

Attorney Zoline took the bill and affidavit 
before Judge Payne and stated the facts to 
the court. Judge Payne said he would issue 
an order which would afford relief, and he 
issued the injunction to prevent the persons 
from interfering with the removal of the body 
from Postiewait’s. Then he issued an order 
which was designed to take the place of the 
burial certificate which the doctor had re- 
fused to issue. Armed with the order of the 
court the husband and attorney hurried 
away from the court to remove the body from 
the undertaker’s to a train, which would bear 
it to Ohio for burial. 

But another delay was again confronted. 
It was too late in the afternoon to secure a 
permit from the Health Department to re- 
move the body. A representative of Mr. 
Postiewait said last night the body was ready 
for shipment, and could be removed as soon 
as a permit can be secured today. 


Row Over Futures. 

Frank W. Schwartz was placed on trial before 
Judge Sears yesterday afternoon on a charge of 
embezziement.

Lawyer Edward Furthmann, in Judge Gog- 
gin’s court, yesterday produced copies of 
court records to show that William Halpin, 
one of the jurymen who made an affidavit 
against him of attempted jury bribery, has 
done time in the penitentiary, He charges 
also that William H. Gray, the other affidavit- 
maker, is under indictment for theft. Also 
yesterday James Connerty, the alleged go-be- 
tween in the case, was arraigned before Jus- 
tice Prindiville, charged by Furthmann with 
conspiracy to receive a bribe. 

Attorney Furthmann’s investigations show 
that William Halpin was indicted in 1876 for 
assault and highway robbery, the number of 
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WILLIAM HALPIN, 


the indictment being 5,418. The man had 
held up a person named Baxter in Van Buren 
street in January of that year, had struck him 
with a sandbag, and robbed him of $18. For 
this Judge Samuel Moore sentenced Halpin 
to three years in Joliet April 26, 1876. At- 
torney Furthmann looked up the records in 
this case and also procured a picture of the 
man from the rogues’ gallery. Bailiff Hamil- 
ton of Judge Goggin’s court, who has known 
Halpin for twenty years, declared that this 
p:cture was a portrait of him as he appeared 
when he was a young man. 

The records and this photograph were exhib- 
ited to Judge Goggin yesterday. Attorney 
Waters, who represents the plaintiff in the 
damage case over which the bribery charge 
was made, Cemanded that investigation af 
the matter be pressed. But neither William 
Harry Gray nor William Halpin, who made 
the * against Furthmann, was in 
court. Judge Goggin said to Attorney Waters: 

Nothing will be done for you until you 
produce in court the men who made these af- 
fidavits. ’’ 

Mr. Waters replied he had done all he 
could; that he had given the court the ad- 
dresses of the two men. 

But the men have never lived there, re- 
plied the Judge, 

Mr. Waters said: “If I were the men I 
would not come into court either and I won’t 
do another thing to bring them here.“ 

Mr. Furthmann exhibited the evidence he 
had against Halpin. He says Gray is now 
under indictment for stealing a barrel of 
whisky from one Jerry Sullivan; that his 
name is on the venire as Barrett; that his 
residence is put down as being in Emanuel 
street; that he does not live there and never 
did live there, 

Connerty. who had made affidavit that he 
had approached Jurors’ Halpin and Gray in 
the interests of the West Chicago Street rail- 
way, which Futhmann represented in the 
suit on trial, was arrested early yesterday 
morning by a Pinkerton detective. He was 
taken before Justice Prindiville, who set his 
case for hearing March 15 and fixed his bond 
at $1,000. John Malone was accepted as 
bondsman. | 


NEW OABLE TRAIN BRAKE TESTED. 


It Is for Use in the Tunnels:and Proves a 
Successful Device. 

A test was given yesterday afternoon of the 
new street car brake, designed by E. Prouty, 
for the better control of cable trains on steep 
grades. Two grip cars had been equipped 
with the new apparutus—one on the Madison 
street line and one on the Ciark street line. 
Officials of the street car companies and the 
special committee from the City Council, 
which was appointed for the purpose, were 
present when the test was made. Mr. Prouty 
was appointed as special Commissioner by

the Mayor to investigate the different styles 
of track and wheel brakes now in use on the 
cable lines, and to suggest such improvements 
as he thought would insure a greater degree 
of safety to the public. This action was 
thought necessary after the fatal accident in 
the Washington street tunnel some weeks 
ago. | 

As far as could be judged at the prelimin- 
ary trial the new brake seems to meet all re- 
quirements. It was first suc fully demon- 
strated that it would stop the train of three 
cars aimost instantly without the aid of other 
brakes. Then the second and more severe 
test wus made. The train was started down 
the grade at the full speed of the cable. Then 
the grip was released and the train allowed to 
coast until it gained nearly, twice its usual 
momentum. The new brake was applied and 
the train stopped within thirty yards. The 
checking of the speed is gradtal and without 
the jerk or rebound so characteristic ot the 
old fashioned wheel brakes. If necessary the 
wheel brake could be used also, as they are 
operated by separate levers. 

The new brake is not intenfled to be oper- 
ated except in the tuncels, where a special 
rail ia used with a groove fitting tne flange of 
the car wheel. The only new principle ap- 
plied is in the shoe,” which has a “ bead” 
edge made to fit into the groove in the rail, 
The grove is about an inch wide and three- 
fourths of an inchdeep. Mr. Prouty says the 
brake is capable of holding three times as 
great a load as will ever be necessary. If the 
train is running rapidly when the brake is ap- 
plied the friction causes the shoe to heat 
expand in the groove, increasing the holding 
power. , 

The brakes will be kept in use several 
weeks in order to give them a severe test. If 
they prove satisfactory the Council commit- 
tee will recommend their general use on all 
trains passing through the tunnels. The of- 
ficiais of the street car companies have agreed 
to adopt any style of brake which proves su- 
perior to the kinds now in use.

OITT HAS NO RIGHT TO PERMIT POST- 
OPPIOCE ON LAKE-PRONT. 


Consent Must Be First Obtained of Mich- 
igan Avenue Property- Owner - Corpor- 
ation Counsel Palmers Opinion Will 
Be Handed the Mayor This Morning 
It Will Take That View of the Case 
Injunction Secured by Montgomery 
Ward Is Still in Force and Will Apply. 


Corporation Counsel Palmer will hand an 
opinion to Mayor Hopkins this morning to 
the effect that the City of Chicago has no 
right to allow the use of the Lake-Front for 
the erection of the temporary Postoffice 
building ér fcr any other purpose whatever 
without first obtaining the consent of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co, and the property-owners 
along Michigan avenue adjoining the Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co. property. 

Objection by the property-owners to the 
temporary structure has not been antici- 
pated, but last night Mr. Ward declined to 
discuss the matter. He said he would see the 
Corporation Counsel today. It will be a mat- 
ter of surprise if an effort is made to block 
the erection of the structure on the site con- 
tem plated. 

don't believe wo shall experience any 
trouble with the. Lake-Front property- 
owners,” said Postmaster Hesing last night. 
There is certainly no reason why we should. 
I don’t believe any citizen of Chicago will 
hinder the project of a new postoffice build- 
ing, something the city has been working so 
hard for years to secure. I know that Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co., or rather Mr. Ward, has 
an injunction preventing the use of the Lake- 
Front for the erection of buildings. I am 
familiar with the rights of other Lake, 
Front property owners and I don’t believe 
they will raise any objection. Why, Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co, are one of the heaviest 
users of the mails, and I know they are as 
much interested in improved facilities as any- 
one can be.

Treasury Wants Information. 

The question of the city’s right to allow the 
use of the Lake-Front for the temporary Post- 
office has been in the hands of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel for some time and his decision 
on the matter has been awaited with interest. 
Mayor Hopkins several days ago received a 
communication from the Secretary of the 
Treasury saying that the department 


desired further assurance of the right 
of ‘the city in the premises. e 
wants to know of the title to the 


ground, as well as the question of the erection 
of buildings on it, as it is well known that 
the Supreme Court decided that the title is 
with the city, but that under previous decis- 
ions the city has no right to erect any buiid- 
ing on it without the consent of the people in- 
terested. When the communication was re- 
ceived by the Mayor he sent it to Corporation 
Counsel Palmer with an order to 
furnish the desired information at 
once. m it was discovered that 
in the resolutions passe by the Council giv- 
ing the government the use of the ground for 
the temporary FPostoffice no mention was 
made of any of the Federal offices other than 
the Postoffice. It was on this account that 
the resolution of Ald. Madden was introduced 
and passed at the Council meeting Monday 
night amending the resolution so that all of 
the Federal offices in the city have the right 
to use the building when it is erected. 

Corporation Counsel Palmer has, been at 
work on the other questions involved for some 
time, and has had the assistance of Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Byron Boyden. Last 
night the views of Mr. Boyden were submitted 
to the Corporation Counsel, and it was an- 
nounced that the Mayor would today receive 
the official communication answering the 
questions sent to the law department, 

Denies the City’s Right. 

But the Corporation Counsel and Assistant 
Boyden refused last night to give the result of 
thé inquiry or the contents of the opinion in 
advance, but it was learned that the decision 
will be to the effect that the city has no right 
| either to erect or allow others to erect any 
sort of a building or structure on the 
Lake-Front property without first ob- 
taining the written consent of Mont. 
gomery Ward & Co. and other property- 
owners along Michigan avenue, facing 
the Lake-Frout Park. This decision is based 
upon the finding of the court in the injunction 
case brought by Montgomery Ward & Co. a 
year or more ago, in which an injunction 
against the city was issued and is stil! in force. 
It was on this decision that the city officials 
were yesterday forced to order off the ground 
the structure erected to protect the Liberty 
Bell. Montgomery Ward & Co. sent the city 
notice that unless the structure was removed at 
once the matter would be called to the atten- 
tion of the court, and the city and its officers

The First Woman to Produce Her Own 
Work on the Lyric Stage. 

There igan artistic association well worth 
recording, with the name of Mlle. Augusta 
Holmés—a name which, without the accent, 
comes to her from Ireland. She had a cold, 


cold success with her opera in Paris. She. 


won universal esteem—no enthusiasm. It 
was even remembered against her that she 
was not, literally and truly, the first woman 
to produce her own composition upon the 
lyric stage. An opera was com posed, like- 
wise in Paris, by u Mile. Bertin, daughter of 


the once celebrated editor of the Debats, upon 


a libretto from Victor Hugo’ 8 Notre Dame. 
It was called Esmeralda (as was, by the 
way, another opera on the same romance 
composed by Fabio Campana, once so famil- 
lar a figare in musical London), and was pro- 
duced’ in 1886. But what is not en- 
erally remembered is that Henri 

nault came to her for a model 
for his prix de Rome picture, the picture 
of all his young ambition, the picture that 
made him, which is his memorial now in the 
Ecole des Beaux Arts in Paris. There it

Facts About the Peanut. 

There is much doubt as to the original home of 
the peanut. Some say that it is indigenous to 
Africa: others that it was a native of South 
America and was carried by the earlier explorers 
of that country to Spain, und thence to Africa. 
The earliest authentic tradition tells of its ap- 

arance in eastern North Carolina. probably 

ught there by some of the slave-ships landing 
cargoes along the coast. The native Africans 
recognized and used them. Peanuts grow upon a 
trailing vine with leaves much resembl a 
small four-leafed clover. The small yellow 
flower it bears is shaped like the blossom of all 
the pea family. Indeed, the Agricultural Bureau 
in Washington does not recognize the peanut as 
a nut at all, but classes it among beans. The 
soil in which it is cultivated must be light and 
sandy. After the flower falls away the flower- 
stalk elongates and becomes id, curving in 
such a way as to push the formi pod well be- 
low the surface of the earth. If by any accident 
this is not done, the. nut never matures.— Wash- 
ington Post, 


Electricity and Vegetation, 

The physiological effects of electricity and the 
electric light upon the growth of plants have 
been carefully studied for qa number of years, 
and the results already reached are highly in- 
teresting for their economic and theoretical im- 
portance. The studies have had to do with the 
application of electricity directly to the plants 
themselves, sometimes with currents through 
the earth in which their roots were embedded, 
and sometimes witb the effects of the electric 
arc light maintained a part or the whole of the 
time when sunlight was absent. 

Plants kept in the light from an electric arc 
not only gro ow as in the Seplight, but some 
grow much faster and larger. they produce 
chloraphy! in abundance, they reach out toward 
the source of the light and twist this'way or 
that, they assimilate more pctash, produce 
more albuminoids, and yield a larger amount 
of ash.

CHIGAGO FIRM IS IMPLICATED, 


Charged with Being the Beneficiary of 
Excessive State Expenditures, 

New York, March 12.—[Special.]—Chi- 
cago turned up in the investigation now go- 
ing on in New Jersey before a Senate com- 
mittee which is looking into the enormous 
irreguiar expenditures of public money by 
State officers, The testimony today disclosed 
the fact that an ex-State-House Superintend.- 
ent collected 10 per cent on all State bills; 
that half the goods charged the State as sup- 
plies for the various public departments were 
not delivered; that books and papers sent to 
the New York and Hoboken offices of Leon 
Abbett Jr., son of the ex-Governor, were paid 
for by the State; that the figures on invoices 
were raised from 100 to 1,000 per cent and 
paid; and that William C. Heppenheimer, 
while Controller, aided A. B. Dick & Co. of 
Chicago in getting payment of their bills, 

It appears from the testimony brought out 
today that A. B. Dick came to Trenton from 
Chicago and his firm secured a contract to 
supply pigeon holes and metallic fittings ata 
price aggregating $22,972. The State Con- 
troller, Mr, Heppenheimer, had suggested to 
the Adjutant-General of the State and other de- 
partments that they should have these metal- 
lic boxes in which to file away letters, and it 
was agreed to. Che boxes were furnished by 
A. B. Diek & Co. 

The bilis seemed exorbitant and they were 
finally approved and paid. Expert witnesses 
from Philadelphia were on the stand today, 
who testified the total cost of this metallic 
letter files work could have been supplied for 


$7,430 at the same am of profit. 
One Philadelphia witness, N. Booze, 
worked for a file . company. He 


went to Chicago and met Mr. Dick, who said 
that he alone could get the contract fo? sup- 
plying the State House files.

Flint & Ca.“ 400 Men Go OnteGarment- 
Workers to Discuss Chicago Affairs. 

New York, March 12. —[Special. }— The 
Building Trades’ strike was further extended 
today by a strike of all the employés of 
Messrs, Flint & Co. This firm set non-union 
carpenters to work on the Presbyterian Build- 
ing at Twentieth street and Fifth avenue, the 
job which the builders and contractors are 
trying in vain to handle without the union 
men. About 400 men were employed by 
Flint & Ca., including wood-carvers, cabinet- 
makers, carpenters, and varnishers, many of 
whom were employed on the Manhatten Life 
Building. 

The semi-annual conference of the United 
Garment Workers is in session at No. 28 La 
Fayette place. The out of town members 
present are Louis Kallen of Chicago, Joseph 
S. Barron of Baltimore, and Samuel Gold- 
man and A. J. Felz of Boston. The other 
members of the General Executive Board are 
Meyer Schoenfeld, Harry White, A. Harrison, 
and D. W. Burke ot New York. The latter 
gentleman has been elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Joseph Baron- 
dess, and Mr. Felz has been made General 
Organizer. 

One of the most important matters to be 
considered at the conference is the present 
situation in Chicago, where the Manufact- 
urers Association has secured an injunction 
against District Council No. 4 of the Garment 
Workers for issuing circulars to the trade con- 
demning certain practices uf the association 
and for restraining their members from going 
to work in the shops of Daube, Cohen & Co. 
and Clement, Bane & Co., where fifty cutters 
are on strike.

InpianaPpouis, Ind., Maren 12,—/ Spe- 
cial.|—The legislators who took part in the 
riotous events which marked the closing 
session of the Fifty-ninth General Assembly 
last night were sorry-looking individuals to- 
day. Some who called at the State House 
had scratches on their faces, bumps on their 
heads, clothes torn, and all wore a demoral- 
izing aspect. 
from Parke County, who was in the thickest 
of the fight from first to last, had an ugly 
mark of some Democrat’s fist under his left 
eye and other evidence of violence on 
his face. The Rock ville lawyer was 
knocked flat twice by Willidms of 
Posey and was on the floor a num ber of times, 
with half a dozen Democrats on top, yet 
throughout the imélée, being a Quaker, he 
never struck a blow nor uttered a profane 
word.

ONE VOTE KILLS IT. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE BILL FAILS TO 
PASS THE SENATE. 


It Would Give Them the Right to Vote 
for Certain Township Officers — It 
Lacked One of the Necessary Twenty- 
six Votes to {nsure Its Pagsacec—Sup- 
porters Disappointed but Not Discour- 
aged Over the Result- Lecture on Some 
Essentials of Good Health. 

Sprincrietp, III., March 12.—Senator 
Coon’s long-delayed woman suffrage bill 
failed to pass in the Senate today by the nar- 
row margin of one vote. The bill is to obtain 
for women the right to vote for certain town- 
ship officers. It came up asa special order 
for the day on a motion to reconsider. Sen- 
ator Coon, in speaking of his motion to re- 
consider, said the bill was in the line of free- 
dom and progress. It was not unconstitu- 


tional, he said, since the officers named were 


not those of counties under township organi- 
zation. While he was speaking several 
women who came to advocate the bill flitted 
about the Senate chamber interviewing the 
members. They manifested considerable 
chagrin at the result of the vote and appeared 
especially provoked at several Republican 
Senators who did not vote. 

Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch, who 
for years has been Legislative Superintendent 
of the Illinois Equal Suffrage Associaton, has 
labored untiringly on behalf of the defeated 
measure. Upon her return from Springfield 
last evening she was seen by a Tinu re- 


porter, to whom she said: 


Disappointed? Of course I am. but not dis- 
couraged. We have enough men in the Senate 
still whe will vote for the bill. The trouble is 
to get them together. Today we mad the 
promisesiof twenty-six men, the number required 
to pass the measure. At the last minute, how- 
ever, (, Porter Johnson lett the room and de- 
feated the bill. in the morning he told me he 
would vote for the bill if 1 could secure the gup- 
port of another Domocrat—all the other support- 
ers being Republicans. As the roll was being 
called he slipped from the room. In answer to 
my appeal he denied having promised ailegiauce. 
However, twenty-five Senators stood faithfully 
by us.

The same mdas- 
ure, however, isin the House and you may be 
sure it will be pushed, We shall wait until the 
municipal suffrage bill has a hearing in the 
House. Our plan is to get a large delegation of 
women prior to the suffrage convention which 
meets at Decatur next month, and have them 
present at Springfield when the township suf- 
frage bill comes up for a hearing. | 

The legislative history of the suffrage move- 
ment in Illinois dates back to the session of 
1891, when a resolution was introduced ask- 
ing for full suffrage. Two years later the 
township suffrage bill managed to get a 
friendly vote through the assistance of G. W. 
Curtis. In fact this bill passed the Senate 
but was defeated in the House. This year the 
same bill was introduced by Senator Coon 
and its supporters have all along been san- 
guine of success. 

Almost every woman wants suffrage, and 
wants it instanter, Fair politicians of Chi- 
cago, however, are at variance as to the best 
method to secure it. One coterie wouid have 
suffrage made a party proceeding: the other 
faction would seek it as a non-partisan meas- 
ure, Asa representative of many women 
who advocate suffrage from a non-partisan 
standpoint, Mrs. Mary R. Plummer has 
this to say: 


Reason for Her Belief. 


Replying to your query as to why I believe 
suffrage should be waged from a non-partisan 
standpoint. I wish first to make my confession 
of faith, since with many not to desire the polit- 
ical salvation of woman aecording to a particu- 
lar ry is to be a heretic and an unbeliever. 

] believe in equal suffrage because of the self- 
evident fact it is a matter of abstract justice. 
The man or woman who undertakes to combat 
this proposition will find the task as impossible 
as n to — the parts are greater than 
the whole. ‘The desirability, the practicability, 
tife utility of such franchise can be argued with 
varying prospects of success, but the justice of 
it-——-never. 

However, because I desire the whole loaf I do 
not disdain the half, oreven the crumbs which 
fall from Uncle Sam’s table, at which our 
brothers sit honored guests. I believe we should 
take whatever we can get and then ask for more 
until we receive the full franchise~—as we will 
without doubt. The time when we shall have at- 
tained this desirable’ object, however, depends 
upon the wisdom of our asking. 

Il am a Republican. Why not ask for this 
franchise at the hands of the Republican party? 
In the first place, all Republican women do not 
desire equal suffrage. I as a Republican woman 
have no more right to force this upon them iu a 
Republican 1 — than I have prohibition, 
single tax, or Presbyterianism. We, no less than 
men, are banded together by faith in certain prin- 
ciples set forth in the platform of the Republican 
— and must stand solely upon that platform. 

epublican women do not desire to sell their 
allegiancé to the party for either dollars or 
suffrage. Therefore; until suffrage may become 
aparty measure Hepublican women in Repub- 
lican organizations should not embarrass their 
party by asking’ suffrage at its hands. As 

‘suffragists we all have a right to work ina 
suffrage organizatiqn to that end, as do many 
good Republican women. 

lam asuffragist. Why should 1 ask at tho 
hands of one portion of a legislative body that 
which affects the welfare of women of all parties 
or no party and neéds the support of all friends 
in any party? Have we in the last fifty years re- 
ceived so many and such pressing offers of as- 
sistance that we can afford to pick and choose as 
to the particular party we will have carry out 


standard? 
All Are Not with Us. 


Republican women now point with pride to the 
fact that much of the legislation favorable to 
women has receivefl the support of Republican 
men. We cannot, however, blind our eyes to the 
kuet that all are not with us. There are certain 
classes, certain business interests which would 
exert a united torre against any bill extendi 
suffrage to women. This class is found in al 
parties, and in order to overcome this opposition 
we will need the combined efforts of all sympa- 
thizers in whatsoever party they may be found. 
Again. it would seem little experience or ob- 
servation of political methods is necessary in 
order to see that any meastre which is presented 
as a party measure cannot look for support out- 
side of that party. Should the township suffrage 
bill or the municipal suffrage bill be presented as 
a Republican measure, it is safe to predict that the 
Democrats would oppose it solidly, not because 
many are rot in sympathy with such a bill, but 
because itis a tenet of Democratic faith that 
nothing good can come out of the Republican 
party. We should, in that event, have to fight 
foes from within and without, and the result 
would be certain defeat. One of the grave faults 
of women is their dislike to take counsel from 
experienced persons. We have been so flattered 
by our Woman's intuition that we have come to 
1 as something God-given, and there- 
fore infallible. We too often neglect the warn- 
given by experienced friends because not 
agreeable or in accord with our sentimental 
premises, But as the homely saying has it: Ex- 
pertense is a dear teacher, but fools will learn in

His Excellency Nawab Imad Nawaz Jung 
Bahadur, a Prince of the royal blood of Hy- 
derabad, of the District of Daikul, India, his 
wife, and the Countess Kullman arrived yes- 
terday at 8:45 o’clock from Denver and are 
at the Auditorium. No retinue of servants 
accompanied them and the Prince carried a 
large oak box in his own arms, which evi- 
dently contained the Princess’ jewels. When 
first seen by a reporter for Tun Trisuns the 
Prince was in the lower corridor of the hotel 
preparing to take the elevator. 

“Yes, we arrived this morning,” said he, 
and will remain several days in the city, 
when we will goto New York, from there to 
England, and after that to Constantinople 
and Russia, returning to England for the sea- 
don. 

The Prince is the essence of courtesy, and 
what English he speaks he speaks well. He 
is of medium height, handsome, with the dark

eyes and complexion usually associated with 
the Orientals, and is intelligent and affable, 
He wore a white silk coat, richly embroidered 
in gold, gray cloth trousers, and a long, dark 
blue cloth outer coat, trimmed in fur.

It is a remarkable city—so large, but there 
is little to see in your cities. I drive around, 
and then I see everything. But your women, 
they are wonderful.
